Amo why should I, of all created beings, give language to the dark tissue of 
crime aud wretchedness that bai ensbruuded, and is gradaally eun^nming, my 
wretched eiistence. Wherefore should I recount for human eye Ihote event* 
all mutt shudder at to peruse— events wboEo black catalogaa at time* sears my 
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bitun (0 madneEB, &b memorf, thu " Itdb mirror 0/ affliction," rec&llB tbem io 
&11 tbeir rrighlfal turpitude, unweitkened by time, to my tortured mind. 

Oh! bow can &irretc)i like myself hope for mercy or for real! — how g«l rij 
of that iTorm that iiu<r in my ceateleis, hopeless misery, seemi to gnaw upon 
my quivering lieart — gives me but days of despair and nighu of anguish. Do- 
luding, treacberous Iboogbt for me. I have eongbt the irorda of peace and of 
canaolation, but fierce despair rose stronger than my will. The uurda of peace 
uigh choked me in their utterance. Fiends whispered me there could be no 
mercy for me— the atheist, tbe robber, homicide, the aeducer. Ob ! thai I 
could fiod BD ohlivioD in the grave — if that I there should nerer waken to meet 
my Ticlima at that dread bar of judgment, which my atrnggling soul in its fierce 
misery ulls me does exist! There lies the maddening thought that has often. 
times stayed my npUfted arm. In that hereader, what ranst be tbe doom of 
that wretch who has breathed but to poison the fount of every affection whereat 
he drank! 

But I will calm the horrid tumult in my heart, where fiende are already 
rejoicing oier their victim, and endeavour to recount some of Ihoae scenes which, 
if earthly sufferings might offer any expiation in the eyes of a merciful Re- 
deemer, would still give the glimmering of a hope in (hat dread world upon 
whose brink I already totter. May yon, who read this brief chronicle of crime, 
be warned in time from the gratifications of those base passions which bring 
with them a lasting regret and misery. • 

I was nourished in affluence, and bred np to ths promised enjoyment of 
wealth. An only son. my early jears of di^cemmenl amee under the fond 
indulgence of a mother, who ruled a home imperiously. Selfiabness and pride 
might be almost s^d to have been tbe fostered attributes of my being. I have 
mentioned my mother; if ever tbe spirit of ruin was graced by a fait form it 
was hers. She was young and lovely, and of high family, when my father 
married her. My father was possessed uf a handsome fortone, and held a con- 
sequential and lucrative post under government j it became his happiness to give 
way to my mother's every wish. Good-natured, easy, nolile-heaned man, he 
thought that In indulging her wishes and caprices he was adding to those bonds 
of affection that ci-mented a life of domestic peace.

ShewM nerer so happf as when the house 
was * acene of riot and mirth ; while he, in spite of his eudearouring to loolc 
dieerfiil, was in fact oftentlmei eiidsnlly misarsble. This was indeed not 
irtthonl reason, as I soon discovered; he found himself year aftfr year getting 
deeper inrolved in debt, in consequence of my mother's thoughtless eitrsT*. 
lUce, which he wanted rafficient firmness of cbaracler to ebcck. 

If mj motlieT attliis period of her life iored anything better than lier worth- 
Isas diseipatlan, h was myself, npon whom she llTisbed the most unbonnded 
Amdnesi. Besides inrining, mncb against my father's adrioe, that I should b«

■M early introdnced to her immediate friends, as a prodigy of personal beaotj 
•nd accomplishments. At the age of ten I was imbued with an unbounded 
lore of company and turning the night into day.

Artificial In taj habits, and reckless in ny conduct, t Iweame 
heartless. In particular 1 soon socceeded In accomjdishlDg my molher's golden 
rale. In conceaUng my fiselings under the mask of hypocrisy. 

Oh, how I enrse in the bitterness of my heart the infamy of that early educa. 
dso, wtdch I hare not patience to detail, that was silently but surely gapping 
eT#ry gannine emotion of the sonl. My father awoke too late to a full sense of 
his criminal weakness; too late, alas ! for his own peace of mind, and to save 
Be trom niin. 

Among the crowds of guest who attended my mother's routs, was a military 
aScer, whom I shall designate as Captain Gardiner. He was a rou^, one of 
the most notoriously dashing men of the day. OriglnallT the possessor of an 
inmause fortune, which he spent with a celerity that elicited general applause , 
among his admirers, be still managed to keep up a style of eipsuslre living that 
MtonUhed even his intimates. Gardiner was looked upon as the bunt idtal at 
ovwything that was elegant and capUvating. The gallantries of no man bad 
nUMle so mneh noise In the Aoiit ton, though he bad pidd dearly for Ihem in 
pocket, while his celebrity bad been nul a little enhanced through his baring 
killed two antagonists in " affUrs of honour."

Her 
roDpuioa U the oard Uble, be was her paitner in (he ball loom, and her trt- 
%Bent eieort dnriag my father's Indispensable abseace, io the afterooon prome- 
aade or drive. Rnmonr, ai niaal, vith her bandred tongnee, told tti icudal, 
Bor wu m J poor weak father indlffei eat to iU report. 

Sommoning np his sleeping patrician spirit, he aererely leclnred my molbar 
in an interriew, which ended on her part in an hysterical fit of tear:. The ob- 
nozioDS indiTidual waa no more to be included among the list of >i>itaT»~«il 
ineffeotaal precaution. Tci many days after this my mother seemed buried In 
extreme grief, and aaw no one, with the exception of the maid and mysel£ 
She accused mj father of harahness and unlindDGsa. I frequently came upon 
her when she was reading letters, and beheld her bathed in tears. There 
semned a mysleriouB correapondence in Iiinls at limes between her and her 
maid, that, rersed ae I then was in tokens of guilt, raiaed no saapician at 
IheUme. 

It was on the fourth day of her seeluairin that, on seeing her in the of eniD|^ 
Ae was more agitated than usual. She clasped me to her arms in a kind of 
affeoUonate freniy, and, rowing that she loved me better than life, gave ns 
a proof of it bj disgracing me for ever in eloping that night vitb her paramour,

Ho waa 
the posscBMir of a handRome nfltate, was childlea^ ajid on learning the melan- 
choly intelligence of mj father's death, generoablj adopted me as a nan. Areree 
Utfae heartleis gaistiea of metropolitan life, he had beheld for man; jean 
fan with sornjw^tha expenstva and dissipated kind of life into whicKmy fathoc 
had been wealdy led, through his fondneia for mj mother. He had, indeed, 
with the priTilege of an onl; and elder brother, remonstraled with him, but to 
Utile purpose ; and now that Ihe object of bis aolicitnde had ceased to be, he 
SrEcted his energiee to eradicate, as much as possible, Iha frivolous and vidona 
bent engendered by mj misguided and achappy edncation- 

His £rst care, after arranging my father'i disordered aSwrs, was to take i^ 
btan a aceoe that offered bat loo many incentires to dissipation, and remove me 
to hii seat in the country, where be almost constantly reudetl, belored and re^ 
fleeted by his tenantry.

■tiDctod a imall harhoDT, or dock, fnc a yacht of come tweWe or foartren tons 
bBTd«D| which be kept. This spot, which was nearly two miles distant from 
the hoDse, had become a SiTOiulte baant of mine, ai well from tbe beantifbl 
and romantic scenery in its Immediate neighbonduod, as my fondness tor the 
Bsa. I was oonstanlly indeed in the babil of bathing in the little haihonr, or 
making excarsioni in the yacht with one or two companlotis of my own Ag«. 
Among those, perhaps it was strange, bal I had formed a friendship for one 
wbtna I knew tu be of a mind and person the perfect anUlheiis of myself.

We' 
bad been fiatung with mora than mual sdcch* far two or three honra, when 
tlM old aailor intimated with lome nneaalnera that tlie wind wa* ahlltittg roand 
lolbe eaal, and tbM we had bettar weigh and pat baok, u we had more tlian 
Mce befora ezperianeed the nnplaacantneei of riding in a ilnmg aea far many 
hotin wlthont being enabled to make the land. On the preeent oeeaaion, 
knrerei, we clioae to ran all riil» radiBr thtm forego onr iport ; we ramaineit 
aiMe time longer, nntil the onnaaal ronghnees of the water, while it seemed ti> 
telroj onr aport, warned us that it wa* bloving fresh. The wind now came in 
■odden pnffa, vUle theikj.whiohhad shown no previons Indioattona of a atDTin. 
broune dark and lowering. The old man, whow prebaaional foreaight haif 
been aonoewlurt imparled by age, law now anffident appearances of foxd weather 
to tnnomice that we shoald certalnlj have a alorm, vUle he eiprasied a wish 
that ve vers aafe in harl)Our. 

On weighing our anehor we bad lbs mnrtlflcation of Inioving that the wind 
wai hlowlDg dead off the ahora, and that our only chanoe wa« to make for ■ 
headland down the ooaat, Keeping our boat as near to the wind as poiaible, 
alQinngli we had taken In erery reef, the gale inereaaed to inch a degree that 
OUT boat was eveiy moment nearly boried in water, which, owing, however, to 
bar buoyant qsalttlea, eheroMflMm like adacb. iJlUl ftom the cracldog of her 
(light timbera, aa veil as from seTeral sea* that w««bed OTer us In the afterphrt 
Bf the boat, ve experienced a fiiellng of anything bat aeeurlty in oar little 

Wherefore should I describe at length oar Inckles* adrentaret Notvith- 
Btanding every effort, ve orenliQt the mark. For six hours were ve ralal^r 
endearouiing to make the land. SeTeral times we had reached to within a 
hundred yaida ot the bold headland already mentioned, and conld plainlT see 
the beat of a CTOvd of men, who, with their boati drawn op high upon the 
•bore, shunted to ns, thongh the roaring of the sea rendend (heir langaage- 
unintelligible to na.

" I'thank yan for the compliment, air, (1 exclaimed in high dodger,) bnt I 
h«Te)H>«Dc>aian tomakea mooBlebukef mytdC" 
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ViUi tluM woidi I mMsbed ont of the houH, iMtliMiMliniv iu mj heut the 
rauugtt, m; trnged;, and thit hoe, whoM nnfoTtniule upteMion I fdt hkd 
igun BDhjected mj fselinga to moitiKotion. 

Detirnns of ezpruBing my feslingiof du^pointment, I omlled upon Ur. 
Jenmj ou m; way home : b; a miiicle he wu to b« wen. la no ver; meuond 
terms I proceeded to upbraid him lot Ihe umnuicai oC succeii which he h«d 
from time to time given me with regard to m; pcodactioo. 
Z "There it is, m; deu Jdokina, (ezcUimed Mr. Jeremy, ia hie osoal bland 
Bumer,) joa already are e^erieneing the curaed conaequeneeB of anthorahip in 
those diaappointmenti vfaish sometimea ineritablj avait the greateat talent. 
Uj firiendship for yea induced me to regtet that yon ahauld be aalijected to 
inch trnls upon your patieDce." 
'' Tei, but why asaure me of sDcceii, Mr. Jeremy ! if my tragedy ia leally 

" Why I (exclumed my companion, theatrically,) remefaber the poet's wall- 
biDWB liaes— 

" Fall many a flowet of purest ray seiene," — 

And be proceeded with marked ampbaaia to qoote the lines. 

" My dear fellow, so it might be with the Lost Lovtr (he coalinued) ; oqe 
cannot compel a senselesa brute of a manager, you know." 

" Trae 1" I sighed, yielding to his reasoaing. 

"Ahl tbtiae managers my dtitr felloware sad tyrants." 

k waa a painTnl {aol, but i( wa« really mode M appear aa U my personal 
credit was actaally concerned in the appearance of the nnfortuData tragedy. It 
waa with difficulty I eouid conceal my vexation when qoestiooad by my father 
and otheiSg and I even wanted the moral connge to make bnown the treatment 
I had met with. I leaiaEd to inswei evauvely, intaBding gradually to account 
for the Jnou-ipp«vance of my pieae. To Mr. Mulready, however, I did not 
acmple about it, but at once infermed him of Ihe particulars of my bitter dia- 
appoiDtmBQt, for which, indeed, the little gentleman seemed perfectly prepared, 
and not at all aurprised. 

" The fact is, Mr. Job, the Itigady is no donht a good one, and the love- 
mabiDg tella well in ii, — but yon are not up to all the tnovei." 

So said Mr. Mulready, and he waa sofficieotly fnnk, for ha saw that my 
happincas was bnt too much concerned in the saltject, and he immediately 
proceeded to oSer a few criticiaiiiB, feeling hia way aa a boy does upon ice, to 
equally solidlona waa he of aeeiug how much I could endure. I beard his 
mnarka with much the niae'jai that a determined paUent endurea the prick of 
IhaUocM; bnt when, after ramarUng that it waa a somewhat late period to

" YoD bRve jet to see a great deal to be acquainted 'rith the ajetem wliicb 
ngnlatea the litoiataie of tbe day. Now, if jod are incliced to accompany me 
ta-morroir evening, I will take yoQ to a place where yon will meet a coniiderable 
nucnbei of the literati, many of them very clever men." 

I iatimated the pleaaure I ahonld have in accompanyiDg him. 
Accordingly, on the following cTening, Mr. Matready hiiing dropped in to 
take a cup of tea, we itarted off together, and directed onr ilepi towardi Co- 
Tent-Gardeu, which we reached about nine o'clock. My companion, who 
teemed intimately acqnunted with tbe localities of the apot, led the way into 
a house that demanded the name of an hotel, but which waa moch more fre- 
quently called a Uvem.

My companion, however, drawing a chui over to a large blazing fiie, and 
calling for bnudy and waCei and cigaia, seemed perfectly at borne ■■ he waved 
his hand to several greetings tsom different parts of the room, that stsured me 
of his bnng w^ known. 

I had taken a chait by tbe side of my friend, and wst aniioualy looking 
at the varied groups that aat round the difierent tables. Though night, it 
tequind by no means very good sight to perceive that many of thoie who were 
present seemed to be not a little n^ligent and leedy in their appeaiince. 

" Ab, I see (lud my companion, pnttiog on bia apectades, and inbaliDg tbe 
fumes of hii havannah with considerable gusto), you are twigging ibe outward 
men. It is a fact, my young Mend, that the men of no profeauon are ao dis- 
tinguished by bid habit: as literary men. It applies fairly in a doable sense, 
both phyiically and morally." 

" And to what do yon attribute it ?" I ioqaited. 

To the nncertaintjr connected with literature, where men make it the 
bnaineiB of their lives. No oIbsb of men f^ so hard, and none are worse pud ; 
and perhaps, I may aay, less thoBgbt of generally, although the actual men lo 
whose labours obieflywe are indebted foe the peculiar tone and spirit of the age. 
Though literatDTe generally bae became mueh less venial than in former ages. 
It his fay na neaos become more d^nified. This may be in all probability 
because it is less original, for so many ideas have become expressed in our lan- 
guage in every department of compoaition, that it becomes extremely difficult la 
"Write with originality and racioeti. Almost boundlest at ibe mind's ideas ore. 
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■nd eo|iuiDE ■■ Unguge ii, thij mnil atill be uid to oBu 7>ulj a Inaer 
itagt Tor tbs eieUioa of origiatUtj. In poetrj, >nd wark« of the inuginitioBf 
tbit il pecDlurly the e4ie. A vritu of fiotioD in the preient dejr hu a greitet 
difficaliy in aiaiding liniilAiity with votlu that ha*e goB* beToie, Uian invTidng 
that which to him ii peifeetlj new and oiigiual. In other vcodi, to nae ■ 
■imile, the chaimal of oripoality in the gulf of literatnte ie beooming ■» ex- 
tremelj nariowed bj preiioni iDcnutstioDB, that it is diffienlt for the cleremt 
lOftgeiB to aToid Goming into contact with the tociu of plagiaiiim and limi- 
litude." 

Theie opinioei wete lannghed bj Mr. Mnlnadywttb a dogmatie auuranoe 
Hut aoythiDg bat conTiaced me of their lonndMai, thoogh I had diicniliDii 
eaongh uot lo attempt eootioverting them, but iither proeeeded to qoeition bim 
nepEcting the moat remaikable of Ihe individaala preaent. 

" Thoj are a wiwBlluieoos mixtoie (laid Mr Mnlready, emitting a monthful 
of imoke); of the twenty or thirty in the room, two-tfairda of them at leaat 
ate at. beet ' Tampere' and' re-dreMen.' " 

" I nerer heatdtheae teima belbre--what may the; mmra?" I inqiiiied. 

" Why (Mid my companion) they exiit chiefly npen tba work* of Ihe deftd bj 
giTiag them a new gloia, and altering the original faihion int« one more modem 
and Baited to the preient, Thas in onr, out nriou* bietorie*, philoeephioal and 
ideatific, it is the old story told otot again, peihapi with some trifling addi- 
^mu in the way of discoTsries or speculation." 

" But this class of writers (I ohsened) ace no less highly vsleable in tbeir 
psnienlBr TocstlDD than others. Like picture cleaners, if ibey properly pai> 
fbrm their work, they Mt the put of benebators (o ike pnbHc, and that of 
noble Bxecuton lo the dead, in olearing the woiks of learning and genio* fton 
tbe dait and inerastaiicne of time." 

" Tbere is all the diflbranoe beiocea polialung for another, and ^pioprieting 
to themaelTea," said Mr. Mulraady. 

" Well, I dare uy yoa are right," I repUed, u 1 obtetved the irriiable 
pinnt of my oompanion's nose waa more and mora inflamed. 

" I will gite you now a few brief particnlan gf some of the men present, 
said mj friend.— I shall say ncthing of that class of men that ma; be termed 
tht newtpaper set, of whieb Ibaie are many present ; with the exception of the 
beads of departmenis, iheir employment nay be loolied apon as little more than 
mechanical. The first individnal (contiune d the speaker) I thall direct your 
attention to, is that little smart-IookiDg 'j gentleman with his eyes iwinUing 
thmagh hie spectacles, and who is littiog at tbe saeond table on youi right, now 
speaking, and diitingmahed by his rehement notion ; that man perhaps has made 
more books, and upon a greater raiiety of an^eots, Ihnn any writer living. To 
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yaUiibeti, h* tatj be tMned of the elan metai, u netting eonies Btnias to 
■km. He is a perfect Qrotius in Mtentnrei and Itu annmed inore DUnes ud 
■ppelfaHoD*, and formi, tbin you could veil believe. Ri> menmry is his only 
Mtontahing fkcQltjr, as he con enumcnte mmy huDdmh of the principal worlu 
that have been written oa an immense ririety of sabjeets, with die abstracts of 
■any of which he is intimalelr uquainted. Sitting leiiorely by hia fire side, 
bebwwrilten tt'BTela throii);h oouDtries into wbich he bid never set s foot, and 
written learned beatian open ■abjeots of whicb be had hnt ■ most Hsperfidal 
knowledge. He hai writlen biographies and bistories, gnidea, treatises, and 
•Mays enongh to stoek a wnall libnry. Hli assomed appellaUona have been as 
lUimeioaB. Thsy have been in all Etyles and profusions. ' By a Cabinet M!- 
MSler'— ' A Jlsld CSBoer"— ' Phjweian'— ' Batriator,' Bee. ftc. Bnt hU last 
work, perhaps, is the meat laagbable, being a book on cookery, aasnmed to be 
wrilttB by ' A Lady of Rank,' wluofa has bsd a rety extensive sale, by means 
of the pufQng lyitem." 

" Is he a rich man," I inquired. 

My oompanion stared earoeally at me for a mtKnent threngh bis spectaolea, aa 
be Mbeed — " He rich I My dear air, Mi an author — a prafeaaional author. I 
never mw a rich one yet. llioagh a hard working; man, he ia frequently ' hard 
,np,' tn Dthet words ia very poor. It h at aoch periods that Ma mind is fteqnently 
OB theWetch lo get up some old treatise or ntatter in a new and taking dtrm, 
wbich be DO sooner accomplishes and gela piud tk)r, tban, fbrgetftil of hta recent 
distress, Hke hundreds of hia brethren, he ■qnindera it away antil again reduced 
to Bis wila." 

" It ia a strange portraiture yon hare drawn," I remarked. 

n will show, at lesat, bow fcw of Ihe public raaUy know that in reading a 
book that profeaaes to be aClnsUy new, they aie only pernrfng in fact Ihe old 
ftoDgbta, and ideas some«4iaC modemlied, with wkieh tbeir great great giand- 
&theie were cDDveraaut. It is needleaa to say tfiat this gentleman'g bnsineis ia 
Tory little more than mecbanimt; and that as to origrnallty, be only pro- 
fesses it." 

" Bat (till he IB enUtted to some merit, in hia way ; he must have good jodg- 
ment, and a great deal of what is tact," t observed. 

'* Perhapa ao (aaid my csmpaniDD). Bnt jnst have the gcodnesa to note tiie 
(all, thin-looking young man with Ihe pale face, who is aitcfng the third on hie 
lefL ThODgh pale and dissipated, jno cannot fail lo be sCrnck by the intellec- 
tnal intelligence of hia cmmtenancB. That man is posseaied of a splendid ge- 
nius as a poet: Poor C — < ■ was the author of one of (he fineet tragedies 

that waa ever penned, wbiati, afler months of worry and eolieitatioo, was 
toeepted at one of the Royal Theatres. " 
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" Pfsy, ptoceed," I excliimed anxioasly. 

" Ah ! I <M yon sie inwmted (obsaned my compinion). The Imgeiy «w 
played, but owing U aa onforiunBte cast, bnt more partieululy perhxpi to s 
political party that was fotmed agsinet it, it wae moat undesecvedlj danuci 
tlie first night." 

" InlatDous— (I exclaimed)— did be nerer try to get bis piece brought forwiii 

" He vanted, poor fetloir, two eiieotials— friends and interest. Though 
edncated at an university, he had made his appearance in LotidoD with bat s 
bw pouDds in bii pocket, and this titerery production, on which he had es- 
peaded great labour and genius, bb his sole introduction to notice. Hia &nt 
■tapping- stone, as he had deemed it — his lisiona of fame and profit thus lodelj 
cmahed, as it were, in the bud, was too much for his seniitive mind. He took 
to drinking, and is at present, I beliere, in a rapid decline. A true apecimea 
of blighted poetic geniui, he has aever Lad the courage to attempt another lo^ 
flight of his mnae, but dwindles away his life in obscurity, availing himself aC 
any obscure literary employment, while hundreds of others, with not a tithe of 
his ability, comparatively speaking, bask in the smiles ot tortunB," 

Mr. Mulready had considerably interested me in this sketch ; and as I marked ' 
the caiewom aad emacisted features of the young author, I found that in the 
melancholy smile that occasionally tinged his couatenance, I conld trace the 
expression of a htoken spirit that was yielding with bis person fast to the iuroadi 
of poverty and dissipation. 

"What a pity — (t observed to my companion) — that genius is to seldon 
linked to steadiness and perseveraaoe." 

" It is to be lamented, certainly (said Mr. Mulready) ; but look to the long 
lut of our poets; how seldom do we find it united with that same steadineiat 
While genius, like the meteor of the marsh, may be said to bewilder or to da- 
light. Ibis fatal gift sublime will be most frequently found an erring lig^t, 
which, Bndlrected by judgment, or sound principle, espires in a night After 
all, perhaps, the greatest triumph genius can adiieve, is to attain the lammitof 
fune by the aid of labour and perseverauce. In fact, it may be set down as an 
incontrovertible prapositict:, tliat no man, whatever his genius, ever beconiM 
great without hard fagging.'; 

I assented to the truth of this remark. 

" Let me now (said my friend) direct your attention to an individual the 
very antithesis of poor C , (he great fault of whose mental as well as phy- 
sical organization is an extreme seDubility, which indeed forms a portion of the 
fatal diagnosis of the dAdly disease that is mcsl consuming Mm, when his 
glance is the brightest, and his spirits tbe lightest. The mm nbom I allude 
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to ii lertad atuly brnng 7011 ; that huidiomc, dubiiiEly -dnaied feliow (said my 
•oaipuiDiii dirwtiDg nj jtUnce to t)i« indlriduil whom b« bad lingled out)- 
nwdiUlceB in M a hundred to one that that fellow his not pud Tor a UDgle 
■rlide be hu ow. He abonld be a diigiace to soy get of men wbo profsrsany- 
thing likt honeity and deceocj ; and yel, iitnnge to my, that fellow, althonglL 
kBOwn, by meuii of hii appearance, ao excellent iddreii, and pleuiiiE manneiB, 
iatolarated. Ha ii a ' maiiDpantowD' in tbe traa aenie oC the word, anddiitin- 
gniahed by a peculiar ability in bii way that enable* bim 10 Iitc at timn ai aa 
agent in literature, in a style nnknown to olber litn^rj- men. Thi* I will pni- 
CMd to explain, bltt will £rit gire you a imall portion of hit bittory. Ue la 
dnecDdvd of an e:icellent family, whom he e»rly in lite diigraced, and who 
Iiara long aince ceaied to ba>e any connection with bim. He ett liin lenns for 
tfae bar, but nsTer duly qaalified himaelf to be called. Having, through hi* dis- 
upfttinn and nnpiincipled condoct, foifeiled lb* etteem of all bis family and 
influential friends, he attached himaslf 10 lifentun. Soon fiudiiig, LoweTer, 
that he was destitute of any talents of eomposition, he commenced siudying the 
moat contemptible arts eontieeted with the butincEs ; attached himsetf (0 (he 
papers, and for a time managed to became, if I may use (he term, ' accident 
g«n«ral maker,' and ' pa Str- general ' to the jouinali, until at lenglb he became 
ID Dolorians a liar, that hi* reporiB ceased beibg accepted. Eilremely plausible, 
■nd having becoiaa well pr*cti*ed and couvetsint witb the nbole lytlem of 
newipapera, he directed hii attention to the establiihiag of oue, and whicb, by 
neina r<S in aituring prospectni, he ncceeded in eitaUiihing, and whicb at pie- 
lent owes ilB exitlence to having fallen inio olbar hands. Hie auci^cti in tbll 
creaiioa indiiead him, after loiing hi* jouinal, to make a lecoud. And, in fact, 
one of bii chief means of subuitence is in getting paitie* to embark their 
eipilil into his hiodi in snch literary apeculaliont, when he invariably ipandl 
the money, and allows the thing to drop to the ground. When, however, peuple 
bave been more careful in not truating the cash out of tb«r own hands, he Buc- 
ceeda in getting the paper ealablished ; and then, if hi* exorbitant demanda are 
not complied with, aeu up an opposition journal, ot threatens to vilifyj and if 
he do not thuB extort money, stldoin fiila to sxiccted in hi* porpose. No man 
ha* so pxlenstve ■ connection, or bo* lumed it to a belter acconnL Though 
imprisoned at least fifty Umea, and having been made a bankmpt over and over 
again, as well aa having poaaad repeatedly through Ibe Inacheut Deblors' Conrt, 
be tlill manages to £nd new victims, allhongh there is not a pnblisber or book- 
seller in London thai would not avoid him as a pestileoce." 

" He must bean outlawed miscreant," I remsikid, 

" And yet, to give the devil hia due, that fellow has an aaeammon genina in 
what i* termed the getting up of periodical works ; but it seems a parlion of hiB 
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utare ■■ if he could not be honeit. And yet, in ihe midit of bii joTialilj, b< 
sflecti a light ind luperficial tone in !])eabing of his own actB, as if lliey arow 
more from a loTs of Ian aad amiiacmcnt than aoy olhec motitF. Lsilerlj, he 
bu >ucceed«] in eitabliiliiiig a low work of an infamou* chaiacler, which ia 
coudacted wilh t cligae wortliy of himself, the huaineia of whoee worlhlcca live* 
it li to get Bcquainled with the vicct or miifortunia of others, aod then llireitea 
U pabliih them unless paid for iheir ailenee. By this lyiterD of exlortion, Chat 
mtblesa fellow iiTei oftentimes in luiuiy. I say oftentimes, for hia life ji, I 
Miare, the moft varied and changing of any I have met with. One week you 
Euy behold him driving his rah, dressed in the higheat fmhion, Biid siio^her 
see him with a crushed hat and with holes in his bools. His assumpiion of 
chiracler ia eqaslly changeable. One month he will be found affecting a mili- 
tsry character, dieesed in ■ Wat aortout, with a beard and rDoiistaclie, and at 
iDitlhera eporting country gsDtlem^D. These changes, however, miy arisr, per- 
hsps, io the hope of deceiTing the creditors and sheriSs'ofEceri who are coiistaollf 
after him." 
" My only wonder is (I observed), IhcC such a man can he loleraled," 
" It is B wonder (replied Mulready), bni he is Vnowa to be such « fearleai 
aod desperate ruffian, that no one likes to incur bis hatted by openly expiessing 
fwlings of dislike. Then, he ia so specious, that he hai frequently mide cal's> 
pawB of some of our cleverest writers. Acting, es it were, *s an agent in 
obtuning their services, taking good cari', however, to pocket Ihe chief gains 
binisetr. It is, indeed, by tliis very means of producing a list of men of first' 
rate newspaper ability, ibat was one of hjs grind schemes for ititluciiig nen- 
itemen of lespectabilily to give ear to liis establishing newnpiptr aysteal. 
Bat I fear 1 have wasleJ words upon a worthless object, who appears to have 
lived for no one patpose but to act as a scourge to Ihe sober and industrious 
classes of society. Hia end, I bave nq hesitation in saying, will be it ni- 
serable as hia life — 



" A picture where all ia shade diipleaaes Ihe eye. Pray, tell me who that 
stout man with Ihe robicund countenance ia?" I aaked, poinlint; Io the peraOD 
whom 1 alluded to, and who occupied a aeat a short way from tne. 

"You mean that imperaonation of Shakspeare'a ' Falstaffl' He sets np 
ibr, and ia considered a second Doctor Johnson, for which purpose he affect* 
coarser and more brutal manners even than aie natural to him. A word of 
poUlenesa or civility he considers in the light as deterioraiing from his cha- 
racter. This, indeed, would not he put up with by many of hi^ compeers, 
bat for a fund of low humour of which he is poasetsed, whicb, in coniivial

momeDts, rendcis his society more prized. He lexll; is Teij clever as s 
lingniat, and makea i Tcry decent income tbrongh bis skill u a translator, 
beudes accidental employment ai a reviewer. But by far tfae moat humoroui 
trait in bis cbarictcF is a love of argnment and contra diction, in nhich his 
great original never excelled bim. Id this he diiplajs very considerable 
obstinsc;, but with more tact. It is a rule vith bim never to confeis bimself 
trrong, and be no aooner jinds that he is getting the worst of Che discuGsioD, 
than, where the discuasion is intricate, he has recourse to a verjr ingeniona 
method at ending it, and that ia by mystifying it. If be succeeds, which il is 
ten to one bnl he nil), id perplexing and confuaitig your perception for a 
minute, he pushes you out of your position, and assumes it himself, and then 
aflecls to wonder vliy yoD did not explain yourself in clearer laagaage when 
both taking Ibe came view of the question. This ruse is frequently accompa- 
Died with a anffidency of humour to make the bystanders laugh, and keep tbem 
in good humour. Auothet method of making what be calls an bononrahle 
retreat from the scene of discussioD, when he finds he has caught a tartar in 
atgument, is by affecting suddenly a sullen and haughty dignilf , aceompanied 
by some anch Dbservation as ' we difiei in our views.' " 
" He mnst be rather an oddity," I obaerred. 

" Quite so; but his assumed lurliuesa and eccentridtles (^aid my companion} 
■ifurd us a dtal of amusement." 
" And who, pray (I asked), is that little shrewd man sitting close to him ?" 
" You do well lo draw my attention to him j that is a gentleman who has 
taken his degree as Doctor of Civil Law, and is justly celebrated as a man of 
first-rate ability. He was formerly a tutor to a <choal in Ireland, until advanced 
by bis abiiitiea to compaiative affluence as an editor and political writer. 
Bat his labours In the field of lilerature have been numerous and varied, but 
alwayi — argumentative, Uaroed, or witly,— bearing the stamp of uncommon 
powers. Like most gifted men, however, he is lamentably in want o( that 
Gteadiaeaa which we were remarking just now as being so seldom coupled with 
great literary powers. He who might causticnte himaelt at ODce, and be looked 
up to as, the great literary champion of a patty, is content to allow bis energies 
to be comparatively frittered away; hut still his pen ia a coniiderable accession 
of «t)«ngth to the Tory pari; in England." 

" I know him well by reputation (I remarked), and I cannot but feel con- 
cerned that such learning, and such a mas; of varied and eitensive knowledge, 
should be ao furtively employed." 

" It's a pity, indeed (said my companion), but the history of nearly all our 
literary men leem with it. There are exceptions, and eminent oaei, in the pre- 
sent day, hut they are men of private fortune, and ate not driven to_lhat;eiceB. 
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sire exertion of mind at all timeB whicb constitiitei th« moat gainful of Cag^og,

" Yon have not jet >bewn me more than one poet," I xtmukti. 
" Pocu I they are sad!; at a discount (replied Mulreadj, taking a long pull 
It his brand; and witer)< — hov rer; few among the hundreds oho commence 
ulhorahip by poetry eotitiiiuB il — mediocrity in poetry is scarcely bearable ; a 
Dan. to live by it, must be first rale. You may perceive at the third table 
jimder that yonng man leaning against the pillar, and lalkiog to that old gentle- 
man. Mark how his hair is laised in fantastic curia, and shirt collar thrown 
back k la Byron; be ii one of your aelt-manufactured poets; He has written 
diTcrs tragedies, and being a youtig man of aome property, has, by dint of good 
dioneiB, got himself lauded by the preaa, but has nerer been enabled to get 
employed, affecting, indeed, like Lird Byron, ta he averse to writing for tbe 
«age." 

"That is strange," I lemarlied. and I tbougiit at the moment of mjown 
withered hopes. 

" The great writer (punned my companion), whom I have already quoted, 
baa aaid that many a man ia a poet who haa neier penned hit inapiratione. But, 
alas ! I might inquire how few are poets, in the proper sense, of the hundreds, 
not to say thousands, who bare written. Fen men, at a certain time of li(e,but, 
prompted by some passion, havi; commilted themselves in rhyme. The sutyect 
there is poetic mad at times, aod may lie beheld at tiir.es in his chamber with 
his dress in Ihe greatest disorder, and his eyes ' in a tine frenzy rolling,' when 
the fit of inspiration is on him. At such periods, he attaches tbe greatest con- 
aeqnence to a very ridiculous system of diet. But the fact ii, having acquired, 
■s I imagine, by the aid of eiteDsive reading and a good memory, an off-band 
QUBceltaneous stock of ideas and images, like many other imaginary poets, 
fancying themselves under the sublime icfluence of high inspiration, he gives 
them a aomevrhat different form, and deludes himself wilh the idea that he has 
created. This is exceedingly common among tbe lower order of rhymers. Id 
many of his stray pieces that contrive to find their way into the leading periodi- 
cals, wo are aunojed by the siekeaing repetition of ' blue eyes' and ' blue akiaa,' 
which rerily tend to pve one the ' bine devils.' " 

" And who are that shabby group (I inquired) — that have just entered the 
room I" alluding to three men, all of them utider-sizeJ, but marked in their 
appearance by their ahabby diess and flash appearance. 

" Defend me from them ; these are three of the most popular of tbe minor 
dramatic authors, dealers in the ' black art,' siibmarine atorea, and battle, mur- 
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d«r, and ' andden dstth*.' Odb of them bii Icimtiig uid abilitio of a atiperior 
order (1 illade to him with Ibe long earl; hair itreamiag orer b» ibDo^den), 
allholigb hia natunill; excellent abilities have been preatituted to compDiicion* of 
tbe moat contemptible ' clap-trap ' deacriplion. Bat ibis he owes to hii lore of 
tippling, which hat been bi> ruin." 

"1%ere ii atill Bomethmg iDlellectual id the appearance of Ma face," I 
obaerTed. 

" Ah ! the ' light oE other daja' baa faded from it ; jon ahonld bare beheld 
him aomc fifteen yeara ago ; when at (be heigbt of hia fame, a more genilcmuilj 
fellDw did not exiii. He wai then the pet aatbor of the lawn, tnd eareaied bj 
tbe two riTal managere of the Royal Theatres. Notwilhatanding thai he baa 
written opwardi of two hondred pieces for the at^e, nothing but poverty or 
coerdon can induce him to ait down to compodtioD. Some of hia most admired 
piece) hate been ncarty written in a nigbt, when, with a bottle of wine, be baa 
been sbnC up in a roeoi by [he manager. Alibcngb a claaiic aeholar, and an 
excellent lingui at, besides baring an extraordinary fadlily for composing pretty 
Boogi, both comic and sentimental, tbe greater part of bis life of lite years 
haa been spent in tap-rooma, and among the lowest of the low ; be has beconie 
perfectly d generated." 

" Literature seems, as for as its profeuon are concerned, a fated pro- 

" You may well aay that (resumed my friend} ; bnt I tliinli tbe lowest set of 
men we have, who call tbemaelrea authors, are the dramatic wiilera." 

■' la not that jodgment somewhat nnjnsi !" I asked. 

" No ; there are many dramatic writers whose genius and gentlemanly conduct 
pies SB air of laipectsbility to that bnaineas ; bnt tbeae form the exceptiona and 
not tbe rule. By the way, there ia a laughable atory told of the aborteat of these 
three ; being engaged to write a melodrama lor one of the minor theatres, and 
wishing, of conrae, sccording to the prevailing taste, to render it aa terrific as 
posaibJe, be took • fancy into his bead that be would be anffideatl; aroused (o 
borrora in passing ■ night in the vaults of a church in tbe Waterloo Head, for 
wbieb permiauon he bribed the sexton. The cold and gloom of tbe place, 
howerer, t^ether with the myriads of rats that swarmed about the place, took 
anch an tfl^ npon bis mind, that a little after midnight the poor fellow in an 
agony of alarm msbed from the spot." 

I langbed at this sceount, and perceiring that my worthy friend was rapidly 
tending lo that Itale of nnateadinesi which he had ao onmercifully condemned ifl 
others, I reminded him of a promise which I had made to return home early, 
when we took onr departure from the tavern.

Haring been ^pointed to the command of the army be advanced lowarda 
Hamcaatle, where, in eonjonction with Cmmwell and Fairfax, he gare the- 
Rejaliata battle, and gained a conaideiable Tidor; orer the King's truopg. H* 
next took the ritj of Linculn, and then laid atege to York, which he waa obliged 
to abandon on (he approach of Prince Rapert.

Cmmwellaccnsed him of atloiring the King's Iroopi lo eacape 
bim; iaretnm, ManebMter accuaed Cromwell of wishing tu auame lupreme 
Bothorily. 

Tbe earl of Mancbeater, proroked at Ibe Impeachment which the King had 
lodged againat him, bad long forwarded the war with alacrity ; b&t being a man 
of bamanlty and good principle!, the Tiew of pnblic calajnillei, and the prospect 
of a total tnbTeraion of government began lo moderate his ardour, and Inclined 
Ub lo promote peace on any aafe and himonrable lerms.

She adranced, and teemed to come In the direeUua 
of wbere I stood. 

" I am a doomed man," said one of my neighbonn to me " that is my wife, 
she has coma from the dead to pisgns me sgainJ' 

I Bllempled lo enconrage bim by saying — 

" Since it baa pleased God to make yoa a widower, he will not be so cruel aa 
to send your wife bacbagijn, far though tlie apirit may wander on the face of 
tho oarlb, yet the body is in the grave." 

This by no means diminisbed his agitation, and his fean were not dissipated 
until the m«^cian 'fiad cauHid (ha prude to be carried off by two derilsi and 
may all the prodns Im carried off iu the lame way 1 As for the eoqaettee, Ifaey 
•nay yet be hrougbt under control. 

What did I bear next! all (he pieonrsory signals of a storm; already the 
llghtoiag furrowed the clouds ; the thunder growled afar off — It approached — 
it was o*er oar beads— it fall at our rery feet. Thus, like a new Salmoneua, 
onr conjurer burled hii thunder at the head of Jupiler. That was what might 
be called thander ! that ot the opera is but a rattle to it. 

You need not expect that I ani going lo give an acenrate aoconni of all the 
wonders I witnessed. They were so great that I defy an Italian poet 10 exag- 
gerate them. Your sensible people may look upon tbem as optical deluaiona, 
but I bold Ibem to be the production of good and genuine soreety. I am nnt 
so eadly deceired ; what I saw, I saw too dearly ; I had my ipectacles on. I 
aaw^a doien gbosia of poets disputing for a. vacant place of the ghost of an 
aeademicao, and haiiding lo gbosu of poems to their judgri. How many con- 
jectures were formed relative lo the issue of that asaembly, bat not one. doomed 
to be realised. Tbe judges very wisely decided that the vancant place should 
not be filled Dp for an entire year, and this decision met with general appro- 
bation. I have eeeu the ghosts of two dramatic poets, pleading Ibeir cause 
before the Muss, and amaiing the inferaal audience by tbeir puerile debates. 
The devils whs were listening seemed quite bippy, and when Minos had pro 
nonnced judgment, they requested, while convulsed with laughter, that so comi- 
cal a cause should b« brooghi [before Flnto by way of appeal, which was ac- 
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emdiogly Jmm. Thii areat oaoHd great merriment thnoglioat Bie KHobra 
«a|rii«. M. LebratoQ dsiteraaalj aTaikd himMlf of theie faippf dl^oriUoiw 
10 axhlbll to 'ill the dance of the dwd, whiob gsneiallj t«riD)Qalei Ui anter- 
UiDment. Tbe alimett gbotta figured M I«aden of the ballet, Ibe dnili made 
wondroaa {droaettai, vhile the monk beat time upon hie breriatj to Ihe agreeable 
uiuid of the haimonieon. Immediatelj a Gnpid, beasteoaa u an angel, touk a 
Bhare in tbe feiUTal, bat hia quWer «ai empty, tfaere wen no bearti tben to 
pince. It love ii mads in faell it ii mads In all bDnoiir; it can never go lerj 
fir between two gluwu. 



NAPOLEON'S RETURN FROM ELBA. 

WiiH ODT but nnmber of the " Ladies CaUnef' we preieiiled to oar»nb«erib«m 
a beautifal engraring of Napoleon'* Retam fhnn Elba. In Ibe prsienl aiticle 
■a will take a eUgbt glance into that period of tbe great man's evenlfoL life. 

In tbs spring of 1814, kfter adeapaiate and protracted almggle, N^oleo 
band himself defeated at all pwnts, bis ca(dtal in tbe bands of the Allied 
Powers, deserted by bis generals, and abandoned bj the world. On tbe 1 Ilh of ' 
April, IS14, ai FontalnbleMt, Napoleon annoimoed bis abdication ol Ibe IhronB 
at Franoe in the foUowifig terms : — 

" The Allied Powers baring proolwmed that the Emperor Napoleun Is the 
ool; obstacle to the re-establlshmsnt of peioe in Earope, the Emperor Na- 
polaan, fidthful lo his princaplea, declares that be lenonnoes, for hinuelf and his 
beiia, tbe thrones of Franoe and Italy, beosnta there ii no pertonal sacrifice, 
■ran that of his life, which he Is not ready to make fbr the welfare of France, 
and for the peace of the world." 

Tbe Island of Elba was aciigned la him, with torereign power, and tbe Ulle 
of Emperor; andaanm of two millions of Cranes allowed for his annual ex- 
penditure. The shock of so severe a rererse of forUne, at first greatly affected 
bis health ^ but on tbe SOih of April he set off bom Fonlainblean, followed by 
fomteeo carriages. 

In Elba he occupied himself with literature, and the constraclioD of poblto 
works, and rtgularly every morning reviewed Ilia little army. He soiin ttred 
of Ibis playing at King, and tbe political affairs of Europe taUng a change, he 
became lesUesa, and be determined to escape from Elba, and again appear io 

On the 35th of Febraary, 1815, he set slul from the island. Us whole force 
eonristlng of only 900 men ; on their deparlnie, Ibey raised a general ahonl of 
"PaiiiDrdealb."

" Soldiers, you hate been told that I fear death; it there be among yon one

Onl; look at Ihoie beaiitii>i, onea the ontaBent and pride of the hareni of 
Mme f npeih raltan of a oock, who, alwaja euterpriaiiig, always happy, found no 
cmel ones amoDi; the compajiions whom inolinalkm, as well as dnty, anbmitted 
to his laws. Just look, je aanalUTe spiriti, in what a state do thpj meet jour 
ejes 1 How muat their modeslj hare suffered when a cruel hand deprived them 
of the clothing given by nature ! Formerly, if their conqueror gloried io Ui 
triumphs and his exploits in too boisterona and exulting a tone, (ivsrcoioe with 
■Bodesty, they sought coacaalment fai the crowd, and aeemed to complin of the 
indiscreet lover who betrayed their sweet frailties ; and mark fauw an avarieioiu 
merchant exposes their moat secret charms to the greed; looks of the dnilous, 
and epeonlatea npon their nakedness. 

The Saltan Hea beside hia odalisquea, bat more unhappy than they; he hu 
undergone the greatest insult to which a generous cock oonld be exposed. 

I pity the Turkey. less. His Is a sensitive mind; he is a thinker, Si philoso- 
pher, prepared for every bluw of fate. Wlien I see him driven through (he 
dly to market, the sluwneas of hie step makes me tbink that liii mind ia at 
ease. Ho is aware of the destiny that awaits liim at the termination of hia 
jODiney. He will undergo it with courage and without oetentaUon ; no act of 
cowardice or fierce despair ahall diagrace bis laat momenta. CatO killed himaelf 
to prevent hia falling into the hands of his enemies ; the turkey aw^fa It with- 
out fearing or desiring it. Did Socrates do better t But this heroic resignation 
is nu excuse for our barbarity. The (rath is, we show very little charity towaida 
beastBj nevBrlhelesa, ligten my friends, and don't grow angry. The transmi- 
giaUon of BDula is not the most ull; of pbiloxophical systema. A day will 

come, peihaps but away with those melancholy ideas, and let us try to 

have a good digesijon, while we wait to be digested In our turn. 

Make way there — here he Is. Who is be } Can't yon guess i It is Sir G. 
W., who, in one of his nutriUve promenades, has proceeded from, the fish 
market to tlie poultry markeb A depulation receives him at the gate; they 
draw up leipectfuily wherever he passes. AU the poaltererg rise at his approach, 
and contend with each other for the honour of seninghim. In tbeir eyes he 
is a person of dignity. It is only in private they call him Sir ; in pablio Ibay 
give him my I.ord. And why t Bccauae be ia the dispenser of gastronomio 
glory; because, like a beneficent dew, bis ptulecting looks Egrtilize a stall, and 
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beMlue tlifl alighlMt hoDoiuable mentioii ia his gormuidiziDg ueliiTe* is a 
ttiDwer or gold tor tha lucky dedar who am Mcore it. Lei us (uUoir him. Al ha 
giK! through tha ic&rlcet you (rould s»f he wu a soTsreigo rUiling hU 
pdace. However, some amateors, his disciples in tha art of Apicins, hare 
ncogaised him, sainted him, surrounded him. Thej are waiting in sUenoe for 
the oroctei that aru to rail tram liii lips. He. excited b^ tha otgecu siposad 
around him, is qaite in humour, and celebrates in poetical praise the land that 
Muds good tnrkies and (ruffles, the prariaces and lowna that oouriih ttie fowls 
and capooa. 

*' You see, gentlemen (says he, as be concLodei, and with an smolion wluch 
he does not seeli to dissembte)— you tee that the resources of this fine empire 
us immeuse. Paris is undoubtedly the capital of the uuiTerse, since the 
laarlcet is always wel! stocked."

THE DUKE OF MONMODTH. 

Tme Doke of Honmonth waa the natoral iod of Cbarlea n. ; he irai bon in 
tba jear ISM, ten jeara before tbe restoration. Be iraa diitingaiafaed alike br 
UaTalont, lAUe addreaa, (bonglilkaa generoaitj, and grscsf ol penan ; b<rt 
wbb aH be waa of mean oapadty. There wn a atrong V^ftji wilh SbafteibnrT 
at ibiiT head, who tried to aecore the eaccBsrion to the throne for Monmoiitti, 
and exelnde tin King'i brother, Jansce, Deke of York, on acoonnt of Ua 
Caliialio laiih, but theattempt hiled. The Scotch eoienanters hiTing appeand 
In open rebellion, Jklonraoutfa waa aeot bj Charlea, at the head of a email body 
of EngHeh ca*ali7 audaome nglmenta of miHtia, to qnell the insiirrecSao. Tho 
rebel*, 8,000 atrong, had taken post near BMhwel Caitle, where there waa no 
BGceea to them only orer a bridge, which a smaU body were able to defend 
agalnet Honmoatta'e forcaa. The I>ake attacked tbe bridge ; and the rebels 
who defended it muntained their poal as long as Ihnr ammonitiOH la*l«d, and 
then retreated ; Honmoath croaaed tbe bridge, and eomjdete^ rooted the enemy, 
taUng I^OOpriannerB, whom be treated with the gnateM humanity. 

^M Dnke nf York, fearing Montnonlb waa beoomlng too popular, preT^ed 
upon Ae King lo deprive him of his command and baniah Um from the king- 
dom, but he shortly afterwards ntnmed wilhont leare. 

In 1681, Charles being taken ill, the Dnke of Honmonth entered into a cmb- 
spliMy to aeiae cpon the throne in tbe flrant of hia (ather'a death ; but alter 
Ibe Sing's recovery, the crafty Shaftesbury atill kept alive the spirit of rebellion 
in the breaata of Moiununth and the*otber noblea. But owing to the diaagrae- 
menta among the leaders, the rising in the different ports of tbe kiagdotl was 
pMlp^Ad, and in the mean time the plot was dlacoverad. Lord Rmaell and 
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■iAmudi, avi^ to U» fulm'ii fw*(w> fa> ilMt**d ■ faM fudoi, bat 
' «MDg fl«iii« to Hw ^^ dincflj aAenraidhlH mi bMibked the k^doB. 
After the de^lh of hia fuber and the uceiuloii of JaMat la die thnMe, 
MMisaoMi mntwi froM HeUnd and linrtii in th* wmL On hii aniTy ho 
had scarce UO AUoviMa, k« an -papBli wm Ua uhh, tlwt in Im* than fawr 
dajs he had — aahlaJ man Aan SyOOO ten* and bat.

It is particularly at this season that ordtnarj aadstauee is not snffldsnt to fill 
the abyss opened by misery. Worit is scarce— priratioiu an mors frequent-' 
more hands remaning idle — and more fiimlUes are wilfaont support. Oieat is, 
alwii,tlie nnmber or.Tietimt o^ fatality— of those cliildien whom chance has 
disinherited, and wiio are wlioUy dependent upon tile compassion excited by 
their misfortunes. It is for them I am now pleading ; tliein is a saered 
cause. Wlhout wishing to detract anytliing from blood, or IMendsbip, I claim, in 
. lavoar of miafortnne, wUcb li«a also lu rights, a part of thoso presants, which 
an ancient and affecting cultom luu consecrated. It Is not tor me to point It 
out; each one may proportion it to bis means. . How little eoerer It be. It msj 
still be useful— CO little is requisite to relieTC one in want of srerything i the 
price of the lighteat trifle of the most woithless playOing may ^lease the eriea 
of an entire family. Think of it ; the time appears to me pecnliarly fomuaUe. 
Hearts are expanding to aweet emotion*— to generoos senHments — and why 
sboald not the noblest of all find a ready plaoe In tiiem. I invoke this beoevo- 
lence as much on the part of llie rich as of tiie poor ; it may in some meeaure 
be looked npou as a virtue of preoantioit, fiir it is at pimant one of Uw sweet 
gnaiantees of public tranqnlilty and of nepeel to property. It cannot be 
donbled but that the great disproporOan of fortune* bequenttj exdtei nutttered 
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bld^lunnM and daagemat dutcrisi. Ii it b; rsmioi^iig i^on «c>ald oppcxs tbem 1

If there be anj at the pment daj whtxe orig^ ii open to olgKtloi], here i* a 
nj left for their poewtHire to reoonoUe tbenaelvea with opinion, and to (ilenoe 
even bit compl^nti. Let that ndBfartDne, which tfaejr peihapi once etpeiienced 
themselTes, find a npport in them ; let them lay aside Uu prwents o/ the poor ; 
(■eoeToleEee will pnril^ whM it not without alloj ; people will not think of 
asking whence ita eone*, when thej ihall lee a portion of it nonieoraled to tlie 
relief of luffuriDg humanity. The recompense ia great for an inconsiderable 

Madame M , to whom T alluded at the beginning of thla aiUcIe, uldun 

maksa her appeaianca in tboae brilliant oirdaa, which wonld be rendered agree- 
able by the elegance and charmaofher mind. The habitual eserciie of a 
viitae, which with her hat become a patron, spreada a happiueia over her ex- 
iatence, which the wonld in rain leelc for in the diaaipaljan of the wodd. Her 
anmsementa eonaiat in rifling her penaionen frem da; to day, in gnesiing at 
their waata, in la*i*b!Dg on all aaaiBtanoe and conaolation, in flying whererer 
miiery calla her. It woa her I heard declare that a aingle good action follows 
UK everywhere, to make na happy by its recollectioD. Each one may try the 
«iperimeDt I am aware that there ar« many anarea laid for senaibility. Ii it 
real misery that it ia iweei to reliere ; and that hide* ittelf, fears the light, and 
<a not to be met with. The poor who haTe tuoat claims npon onr compassion, 
aie preeieely thoae who are leaat forward in appealing to it. Tbey lived by 
their laboor— that labour i* intermpted — they are diatreaaed — they .will die 
rallieT than be degraded — their honoorable pride mnat be reapectad. The as- 
■istanoe whioh they would hlnih to solicit should be hroaght to thnr doors. It 
is the rich who are to make the advances in thia caae, who are to visit the poor 
in their humble dwelling — what aball he there behold ? Every apeciea of 
niMry united in a single place, and in a single Ikmily ; perhaps a mother on 
the ptrint of fulfilling the moat angnat duty devolved by nature upon hex ae»— a 
notber al)llged to deplore her own fruitfulDess ; around her are her children, 
alwl too nnmerona, whose cries — those plereing criea of hanger — rend her 
heart and aggravate her aufleringa.

BEAUVAIS AND THE MAID OF ORLEANS. 

AiH»4 tbe extraerdinaTy events tbe4 ara reenided in hiatary, pacbapa the esaat 
lemaAable are tboae whlcb relate to Joan of Arc, wb* toaa tbe inMsdiale caaee 
of that aattmishing rerohiUon 1b the aflsira of France, wUch leriainaMd in esla- 
Uishing Cbariea VII. en the thnme of bis anceetore, a«l the final eipulsiOi ef 
the English from dial Icingdom. 

Iha history of this wonderfnl woman is eo veil koavil that it wiU ba oaae- 
eeaawy for aa to go into the detaila of ho- hfi>. We will mmdj lay befefo the 
reader the most remarkaUa eveBta conneeted viUi her bietary. 

Jeanne d'Aro, or, aoeording to the Eo^ieh tranalalion, Joan of Are, was Item 
in the year 1410. Her psrenta resided at tbe Tillage of Demreaty, ou tbe 
bardaiB of Lairaiiie, in France. She waa eaaly iitalTuaBad in titt- tuets of the 
ChritliaB rdf^lan, and ftva lAiUhood gara many primb af her piety. Her 
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M^ Ufa *M ddeflj apMit ia oat-door Mi^ilajmant, laUng charge of came, 
milking, &c At tba eadf age of fouitaeu, ike profcued to tee Tiaiona and bear 
loicBi i the had reached the age of sareiHeea vben *be imagiwkl the faeard a 
voice froai fiaareii oaUing iqion iei to deUser ber oosnbj GroiD tbs yoliB of Ibe 
fserifiMtT. At diia psiiod naarlj ibB whole uf Fmnce vaa ia poiaeaiicii of tha 
EngllBh. Joan Bhortlj aftei recaitad ■ aeosnd call tram Heaves taaaTs Inr 
GOBntry. Il qipeara afae ut out at OBoe, KecorapatiiBd by her noela, tu aollclt 
an iaiarnew iriSi Robert 4* Baudrioanit, goramsr of TatuouleDia, teaiilmthls 
■^Maace to i««ob the King's preaaaw. At Inl ■!» wat refniod, bat ■ laat 
■aoceedod la gatl)ii|t a totter ef inttodnotlDn la Ika King. The ioterrfev took 
plMB io the Hall of Cbinon ; tlK King had diasnlMd hlmialf in privala clotbei, 
and nized among his nobles in their iplendld dregBSB, bat she diicovared him at 
OBBi, and lowoling bafora him, repeated that ihe had & niHion froio Heaven to 
nse tda ]ringdam and sse bin cromiBd in the d^ of Ohdm*. Uanf ol the 
noblra irere inclined to langh ■( her, but the King took her on oim slcte, and, 
alter eomrersnig vith her for soma tine in an under tmie, he declared fafanielf In 
E»ear olJiu' ononlar gifta. 

Joan neir being leaogniied as a aeefnl anxIUary in tlia alnoat hopeleie eaaw 
of Franoa, aha was equipped In a anit of knigbt't annonr, and anaed nrilh a 
BTOd. ^e was placed at the head of an army soma 6,000 strong, and on the 
asih of Afnl, I4a9, die appeared before Orleant. She wrote a letter .to die 
Dike of Bedloid, thni commander-io-obief ot the English, warning him to giTO 
Vf France to Ihs righttal heir, bnl the Dnke onlj laaglied at her. Tha beneged 
gnrvon of Orleans now mads i. eally with nil their force, while the Frendi 
troops, under Joan, fongbt with desperalioii, aiMl aooeeaded in uniting ttwM- 
eelTCS with the gurlun, and thus reHering the town vith beUi proririoni eud 
nen, of wbiob tliajr ware in great need, tor the gsirrisori were dring of hanger 
and brtifne. Joan made many sallies npon tba enamj, always heading Imt 
lnap% and always bring TJotorions. On two smor^ oooaHOOs aha was wonnded, 
bat dwayi spoke wKh acmfideDoe of guooass. The Freneh now fully bellsiad 
she was -inepired trotn Heatpen, and fbngfat willi confldenee aceotdiBg ; and the 
Eagltsb, in like proportion, became diabeaiMned, and e*entnally were driven 
from before the town on the 8lh of May. Her haroism in defending this town 
gaioad her tiie nuna of nweBe iTOriaant, " Maid of .Oriaans." 

Tbewbole arniy now looked opon her as coe sent net only to save Ihem Jtob 
destraotion, bat to gain them viotDries and lanreis. She ww angaged iu, many 
battles alter Ibis, always striking terror to her enamim and gaining vtctoiy to 
the French mat. She nevw showed lbs least fern-, let fte danger be what it 
might ; at the altack on Jargean she was mounting a maling ladder, when aha 
was strack on the helmet bj a linge atone burled from the walls j abe fcU-A'OBi 
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. lb* ladder Mreiely wonndad, but Iniinsdtoldf note, mgain moanted the ladder 
at tbe bead of ha ttoopa, ciTiDg out, " tbe vlclorj it aore !" 

Wa viU pan orer ber *lolorioiii oamr up to the time or the eomaalioa <it 
Charlei, whidl WUc place at Abeima on the 17(h ol Jaij, Joan itood t^ die 
King in complete armooT, diiplajing her aacied bnwer, vbich bad atmek aach 
tenor into the heart of the' enemy. 

Alter tbe ceremonj ww oier, ibe threw bereaU at the King's feet, aad, with 
ejes itreaming with tear*, cnngratnlated him on hi* tacce**. She now emaidBred 
her miuioii folfllled, and begged permJMion to be allowed to retnm tn her 
ibrmei station in lodety, and again aamme tbe garb of bar lex. Bat her pre- 
eenoe Inipired the troops with too much eoofidenca for the King to grant ber 
reqaest. 

Alihoagh it could not be denied that tbe whole looeeu of the Fr«aeh anaiea 
wai owing to her, ;et tbe generals and noblee were jealoDS of her fame, and 
showed it in many petty ways. 

Her good fortaue attended her up to the year 1430. She had thrown herself 
into tbe bealtq^ed town ofCompelgns, aod, on the SSth of May, made a aaUy at 
the bead of a hondred men oier the Bridge, and cwioe repolsed the aneBj ; bat 
aeeing a strong reinforcement coming againat ber ibe ordered a retfeat to the 
town ; with a small force she defended the rear, bnt when she waa abont to enter 
tbe gatea were that. She immediately tnraed round, and, at tbe bead ot eotne 
duien soldlert, that were libewiM shnt oat. cliargRd the advandng ton. She 
seemed not lo eqwot anlitaDoe, but sn^eoted treachery, for, as she turned, she 
eiclaioied, " I am betrayed !" While defending heieelf, her borae stambled, 
and she was taken priimieT by Lionel of Vend6me. 

Tbe oommon opiDioD was ibat the French officer*, finding the merit ofarery 
Ticlory ascribed lo her, were enrions of her rmown, and had inleDUonally ei- 
poMd her to Ibis fatal acddeat. And btod the King, now feeling himself more 
firm Dpon the throne, was ashamad to acknowledge the restoration of bia long' 
dom by a woman i and althoogh be bad many English piisoaen of the highest 
rank, he did not offer one in exchange for ber. Tbii negleot of Joan of Arc 
mnst for e>er remun a black spot on tbe memory of the ingrate Charles VII. of 
Francft. 

A< apriioner of war, she. was entitled lo raapect, but the GngUsb were so 
enraged at tbeir losses and diagrace, that nothing short of death woald satiely 
tlieni ; and to accomplith this end they aeenaed bet of sorcery ; and In shame 
be it spoken, many of her countiymen were found who did notbhub to likeaiae 
accuse ber ; one of them, Pierre Cancbon, Biahop of BeaniaJs, preienird a pe- 
tition against her, desiring to have ber tried for sorcery and ma^c ; and aien 
tbe UniTersity ot Paris joined in this request. 
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Sb« i*» now (ol^eet to all mumer of iuinlts lud hanh treatiBenl, and eTOn 
crasllir. HmtU J iroued, ber feet in the da^ time nere find )□ lion ilocki ; 
ud u night a abain va* puied round farr waiit, >o tfast ibe cnnid not moTS 
upon ber vratcbed bed ! and armed men in the cell with her d>; and nigbt. 

On tbe 3l*t of FebroHr, 1431, ibe underwent bar flrat ezatninaOon, and a* 
TBtBj a» fourteen afterwaidi, ao difficult w«* it to find excme (o pat bar to 
4Mlb, althoogh tbe; loolc e*ery anfaii advantage, not eren allowiug her an ftd- 
tooale or defender. 

In ime of be* ezaminatiDnB tbe infamoai Bitbop of Baanvaia, wbo bad alreadjr 
^■ooed her trial and death, wai Interrogating her on her faith; ber aniwen 
were all written down, to be nted againtl ber at the trial. (9ee our engraTing for 
M«y.) 

Tbe DiDBt unthir qaaatioiii were put to ber to entrap her, and from ber an- 
•awers accDie her of hereaj; amongtt many uther quealiona, the Biibop of 
fieuiTaiB asted ber — 

■* Do JOB know ynnriel/ to be in tbe grace of Ood f" 

" If I am not in the grace of God," replied Joan, " I pmj God It may be 
-raachufed to me j If I am, I pray God I may be preserved in it." 

" Do the sainiB yon prclnod to see bate the English ?" 

" Tbey bate whatever God bites, and love whatever be lovea," was ber reply. 

■' Does God, tben, h&te tbe Engllih !" 

" Whelber God hatai or loree the English I do not know, but I know all that 
io not die iu battle lb bH bo driven away from this realm by the King of France." 

When queitioned if her hopes of victory were founded on ber banner or 
berself, she replied — " My faith was in God alone V 

Finally, by means of fallo witoestes, and varions deceptions, she was con. 
victed of heresy, and sentenced to be burnt; and to the lasthig disgrace of both 
France and England, this seuience was oarried into eiecntiaa on the 30tb of 
31 ay, at tbe mariiel place of Roaen. Thus was this heroine, whom tbe more 
.generous ancients would have deified, rewarded by being delivered over alive to . 
tbe flames, for the signal services which she had rendered to her prince and ber 
country. 

Since the world has become more enlightened, both coontries blnsh for this 
.ael of their forefathers. Tbo French in after years did justice to her memoiy 
by erecting monnments to her fame, the most beaatlfnl being that erected a few 
jears ago by a dan^tei of Louis Philippe. The monument in tbe market. 
place of Rouen bean the following inscription: — 

Tbe maideo's aword protscts the royal crown : 
Beneath her sacred care, tbe lilies safely bloom. 
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LONDON FASHIONS FOH THE MONTH. 

Tarn fuhkHH are now decided, so far aa thtj can ever be said lo be m, 
for tbe euRHDer, and eonseqneMly we bare «ot a r^t to expect mnch 
sorelty ; nererthelees our priiria will prove tiiat there is still loiiie to be 
found for those who, like ouraelves, spare no pains in •eekiag' it. We 
beg to call tbe attention of our &ir reader* to the firaat rarietj' of fancy 
bonnete which this month affords. Some that bare recantlr appeared, 
are coropoied of alternate bands of open-w^ked etisw and ridi ribbon 
bouilbmni. Tfaesa are usually trimmed with wreathe of either flowere or 
ialiage ; if tbe former, the colours correspond with those of the flowen. 
Other bonnet* are composed of band* of taffeta ribboa, shaded in two 
BtroDgly-cootraited coloure, and set in fnll to bands of fottemttirrie 
imitating loce. The gamituTe of these is naualty compoaed of a bandeau 
of plU*ell^tn^erie, from which a claster of very light and pretty tawels 
depend on one side. We hare also to notice several bonnets composed of 
taSbta or yowlt de toie, the brim made full, the fulness divided into three 
rows of ia nttf a nn ^by bands of rice straw. These are all, properly speak- 
ing, promenade bonnets. Crape, laee, rice straw, and a mixture of crape 
and tulle, are most predominant in half dress. We may cite among die 
moat decidedly elegant, those composed of lace, or of talle boaUiojmi; 
many of the latter are ornamented only with long lappels of plain tulle, 
which falls on both sidoa upon the brim, the ioLerior of which is also 
trimmed with (uUe. Nothing can be prettier than this exquisitely light 
and tasteful cot^iire. Equally elegant, hut in different style, are some 
faonuets composed of pink crape, decorated with bouquets of roses, and 
entirely covered with oppHeflrioiu of point tPAngkterrf, laid plain over the 
brim and crown, but drawn full over the bouquet, in such a manner as to 
partially veil it, and forming long lappets on each side. We may cite 
among the latest novelties aome ealmon.colonred crape bonnets, decorated 
rather sparingly with white and salmon-coloored figured ribbon, and a 
aprig of white lilac. Severn of the moat dressy of the silk bonnets are 
composed of lemon-coloured, Victoria blue, or Chinese rose-coloured 
pottll de tote, and covered with white ttJU of a tiew and extremely trans- 
parent kind ; it is arranged in a novel kind of bouilhmtg. Some bare the 
bouUloJu intermixed round the crown, with small tufts of early flowers; 
others have a long slender sprig of roses placed on one aide, and droop- 
ing forward something in the style of a feather ; they are intermixed with 
bnda and foliage ; a few of the buds seem falling from the booqoet od tbe 
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btin. Tim h a aingalsrlr pnttf (tyh of garniture ; there ia a cirelets^ 
tjegswe in it vbich has a very origiasl eSfact. 

We obierw thst'tbe form mMt in rogne for monte^^ is that whicti 
fomig « alnwl at 6te back, and has Tery thort scarf sndi. Tbose ol tbe 
tafietae ^tec^, trimmed wift eotentt <rf the sBme, are a goad deal in re- 
iptn in }rfwn WRlking cootnnea. We me also aenral of Mack moire 
trimined vith lace or yg f e mwrfm g. Tboae of black lace, or nnbroidBred 
nnntiii lined iriA etrioared ailk or crepe, are a {treat deal in vogue ta- 
lalf-^reaa, for wUch also black lace afaawls are comhig verf moeb iaM 
raqveit ; they are large, of a very fine ground, and rich pattern ; conee- 
^oently, if real, tbey are very expensive, hot in truth our iniitetion lace 
it na<r earried to nit^ a degree of perfectioii, ttiat h is only a connoii- 
nor in lace that can distingniih the imitatkxi from the real. Barege 
ihiiris are aks foahion^le, bnt not to a very great d^ree. 

Notwithatanding the warmdt of Htc weather, silks still divide the 
mgoe iriA light matuiak for promenade robee ; and, indeed, art 
nthar in a majority. We may cite amnngat the most elegant of the 
dNHeaibMO^f tbepeliase form, partiedarly those «f grey, green, aod 
Um li^tnglaefde btane. The ctrraafti were made high, and the sleeves 
long and tiffht; an embroidery in rilk of a deeper colour than that of 
fa diMa, omamenled the front of the eortage and skirt ; it descended 
M tabUer on each side of the front, md tnrned round the bottom of the 
border. "Die sleevM «ei« ornamented with very small nHrwcAeroH of 
fte wing form, and cnffs & Is mourquetaire. Both were embroidsred en 
tmle. Otkeia of these nAea were ornamented only with silver boidvu 
Jadttaw, which eloaed the dress from the top of the eortagt to the 
boiloei of the skirt A. third kind ef trimming is formed of bands of 
fOMumtnterie disposed in demi-Iozenges ; there are three raw« on the 
front of the skirt, each incnanng in siie as they descend from the waist 
to the bottom, every half loienge is finished at the points with an orna- 
mental button, very preUaly wrooght. The tmmgta of tiiew latter robes 
are open in front, and trimmed with a rerer* cnt in small demi-loienges, 
'iimf anmdigeA mdi ^ w iw a wirtu i i e, Ae MOMAeraa and eaSa are edg«d to

We have seen also several robes of blue, pale pink, 
and light green motuwltse d» vnt, trimmed with a great number of 
flounces ; they reached to the cetnfure, diminiahing gradually ia depth aa 
they ascended from the bottom ; the eanagt ia always made quits full, 
and ornamented only by a bouquet of roses without foUage.

Ribbon is also employed to ornament these dresses in a variety 
of ways i if there are two skirts, the upper one is frsqnently decorated 
with knots of ribbon down the front ; if a single skirt, the flounces are 
surmounted by a AotnUoan/, through which ribbon is run, or else a 
wreath oi cut ribbon. In some instances the euiffwi is ornamented with 
ribbon only, but flowers are more generally emiJoyed. 

A few caps appear in evening dress, if we may give the name of c^ 
to those pretty eaiffwret of tbe suuUest poHsibls site, composed of an 
intermistnre of lace and flowers, so arranged that very little indeed of 
the lace appears except the short lappets that droop on the throat ; this 
ia not a new style of head dress, but it is so generally becoming that we 
do not wonder it retains its vogn£.

PARIS FASHIONS FOR THE MONTH. 

The summer fashions are now in Iheur very wnith. Fancy straw, irinch 
it was supposed would decline in favour; seems, on the contrsry, to in- 
crease ; it is true, we see every day new patterns of it, and alao novel 
atyles of trimming ; it is, in fact, the style of trimming that constitntei 
the novelty and the beanty of. the cAspem. Several of the moat tisiu- 
parent are trimmed with bouquets of small feathers, mounted in quite s 
new style ; others with wreaths of field flowers. We may dte among 
tbe most novel styles of decorations, a garniture of rich black lace, inter- 
mixed with plun ribbon, and completed by a very Urge rose placed lo« 
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on one side. The mosc admired bnc; >traw ckapettux are thoM tbat imi- 
Ute lace ; they have, in appearanca, all the- lightneai and mach of the 
beaut]' of lace ; they are almrs lined with coloured crape, so are aim 
those of borae'hur, nov so very faihionable. Some lined with lilac are 
trimmed trith ribbon lightly figured in velret ; otheia, with light green, 
have the ribbon plaided in green and violet; the prettiest, in our opinion, 
are thoae lined with pink, and trimmed widi pink tuUe bouillomui, 
mingied irith lace — the brim is a little open and very fall trimmed in the 
mleiior. Qrape baa lost nothing of its vo^e, for either cht^ema: or 
enpotei. We may cite in the former those of lilac crape, trimmed with 
pensees ; blue, with a sprig of rons ; emerald green, with roses ; laurel, 
without foli^e ; and bearer grey, with a wreath of foliage only. A good 
many crape eapottt hare the briias partiy bovUtomneM and partly cased, 
otlten hare the material arranged in flntinga. Capotes of silk are. not 
veiy numerous j they are generally of the drawn kind, and adopted either 
Cor the morning promenade, or else intended for travelling. Indeed, om: 
Uoonsbles are beginning to quit ns for the different wateiing places. 

Scarfe increue in farour for the promerkade as the season advances ; 
those of white China cr^>e, or white barege, are a good deal seen in 
|ditn walking diets. Those for the public promenade are of various 
kinds, — mtulin beaotifnlly embroidered, black filet de sole trimmed with 
black lace, and a variety of fancy scarfs. Embroidered muslin mmttekts 
and fftfife* are rery prominent ; and those of tafieta, though not so much 
seen, are still very Eashionable. As we have given since the beginning 
of the season all the most elegant of the new forms in our plates, we hare 
not many obeerrations to make ; but we must cite, as peculiarly elegant, 
the mantelet VUtorit ; it may be made either in tafieta or muslin ; the 
back, or, as it is called, the pelerine part, is somewhat smaller than they 
are in general, and nmnded so that the small scarf ends fall gracefully io 
front; it is made high in the neck, with a rerer* that descends to the 
waist, leaving the coraage of the robe very much displayed. If it is of 
taffeta, the trimming composed of black lace, or of some of the diffe- 
rent kinds of poMeneaterie that imitate lace ; but in the colour of the 
silk, we should observe, that if black lace is employed, it is always sur- 
mounted by pasKntnterie, generally in the style of embroidery, but 
always black. . If the mtmteUt is composed of muslin, it is always of the 
clearest kind, beautifully embroidered, and trimmed with expensive lace. 
So exquisite, indeed, is the woric of these mtmleltli, that in many 
instances they are more ezpenrive than lace ones.

Tbe dethroned lilng mnied for a while, and then a^d : —

and am reaolred— Igo to Paria! I have wandered long, and laffered ao mneb, 
that, though with a epirit active for the enjoyment of Hfe, and for whatever tem- 
porary pleaaare fate may throw in my way, I aomelJmes fancy I would rather 
meet death at oooe, than prolong aanh a life. When I eieaped ftom tbe wslla 
of Milan at the approach of Orimoald, I orosaed tbe Alps, and with this falthfol 
■lan, my only attendant, I reached, after a Ihoasand perils, the residence of tbe 
Cbagan of tbe Hans; I olumed bis protection, and the barhaiian generoDslj 
■scorded iL Hy lifig among the Pagans, the people of strange gods and abomi. 
umble customs, wal not a pleasant one; but amidst them I was safe, nntQ 
Oiimoald disoorared tbe place of my retreat, and dispatched a peremptory cm- 
baaaador to inlimato to the Hon that he mnst give me np, or at least withdrav 
Ua foanienaooe and diamiss ne trom bis territory.

Be had «at bimaelf down to cuoaio on 
the in«idioiu dTaugbIt, wbon a menial irtiiiperad in bii ear the plot Orimoald 
had laid for bim. Initaad, therofore, of drinking wine, Betind had vMei pat 
in the BilTflr cqp, which he drank at fireqaant InUrvaU to the King*! health. A* 
soon ai he could, feigning dmnkanneu, be Tetired to hii cbamber, and enm- 
moned the faithful Onnlf to oonanll on whatwa* to be donain thia new oridii of 
hii foitonea. Bnt liiej uarcelj bad limB (o collect theii thongfati when ttaoj 
heard a noiie below, and on looking out law tbat the honte waa Bniranuded bj 
the gturda of the King. The next noment a lu^ipf incfHration came on Ooolf. 
He and another confidential aarrant alUred their maater in the dreaa of a ilara, 
and loading on hia ahouldera a nittreM, with bed-Glothaa and a beai'a akin, 
Onulf drove him before, swearing at bim moat Inililj, and ctcd bea^g him 
with a atlok. On reaching the beleaguers without the houaa, the gnards inquired

At tengtli the guard*, who perodTad that the stewird *u temporlzlag wiOl 
thsm, carried their throats into ezeontioo, and broke open the door of the cbitni- 
ber. Tb^ anrpriia and morUfioaUoD vere great, whan, iaitead of seeing tha 
Prince, only the dfimeatio appeared aa it> occnpant. 

"31aTe \ where la yonr master t — vhere iaBertarid!" 

"Ton may sea he ii not here," replied the steward. 

"But where is he!" Cried the gnarda, who vers (earcbing every comer of the 
apartment. 

'* 1 do not know ; bnt I oan tell yon where I wish him to be, — where yoncan 
asTOr find him I" said the domeitio boldly. 

Doped and eza*per«ted, Ibe aoldiers seized the poor Lombard by his long 
hair, and dragged bim into the preaence of the Sing, as one accessai? to tbe 
fligbt of Bertarid, and deser*iug death.

The laaalt of (faia BapMUtien, baaidaa Aastroyiag all BwWaUTa iMig nhw ' 
hlVM^OMlad Uw aScctioiia of bia ally. Bnt Clalhalr» III. died, Baaplaatr 
■WrilwDaua, aad other sovereigns, ol brief laigna, anoeaedad in Franroy and the 
fBto of the fagitlre Lsnbard was indeed Biaarably uacettatD. When, afur iMa- 
lindM of fbrlBse, edl but aqoal to his own, L)agab«« II. graeped tba Fienoh 
aMptra, Snland caw arriiH at bis court a frieodly embaaay from bia e«ff»al 
Many JUng Oiimoald. This could not bnt exdte bia ^arm ; and feaiiag sose 
awkward trick fram the HHobais of the eiabaasy thaaiaalma, he, who bad M 
aoofben, again took to flight, and with no other soUe than tlie taithfo} Onnlf 
andhlaateward.

Arriving once more, and with tranayant and impatiaaca, at the bold eonfiius 
of Italfihe agelo deapunhed Oonl/u Ui meaBeager, wiib Uutauctioiu to laeel 
him at a cerli^ apot on an hour appginMd. 

Hia long eofferiogB Kate now to end ; for when lie rea«had the place of ren- 
dnioiu, he found not onl; Onnlf, *itb aoafirmaiiaa of (be leforted death of 
lbs aiurper, hat a number oftbe Eiombard chieftaiuB.aad offioaraof Lbe ny«l 
(oor^ proTided wlib the regalia, and all ihst wai pa^er (at bU raeqptloB aa 
Ih^ king to tbe moltitudiooua auemblage of the Lombard people, both 
<}a«u» long UDM tired of GrisioaU, wba bad not randernl u naurpad anwiB 
ptftdaiby mildneanand luaanlyeHs' loie, bat bad kaptit on hi* head t h wa tfi 
hkiittlaiM* and their fean; and both w>Vi with teai* ef j»j sad deouiiutratiMU 
otaffectloD and entbawasm, welcomed back tbeir old matter, who, oAtR-^ae 
jean of exile aud oorrow, Tetumed to bii oountrf and hia ihrons. Bertarld 
enlarad hi* capital, Faria, which ba bad qoitlad b/ dangling at a rope, amldit a 
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nation' ijojMii aoolamtilaiu, wilh ■ letiDQSDf Doblei and wurioMi and Onnlt 
Ihli prnerver bj hia >ld«. H« gave the brighlait Initra to the throne b« re- 
aiMnded ; and Paal the Deaeoa, who recorded hla erentfal lifs, termlDatea 
with ihU eologiam :— 

" He waa a loring prinee, a good Catholic, endowed vitb rara pielj', a sorn- 
pulons obaarrei of justice, and, above all, oharitable and the friend of the poor. 
His misfortunes had taught him mere; and humility, rittnea rarely learned in 
Ugh and prosperous fortonea." 

The death of King Grimoald is tbns related by the Lombard historian. For

, .) X0NDOM FASHIONS FOit THE MONTH. . . : « 
"The majority of our fair fashionables are' leaving London for the 3i!t- 
ferent watering places, but they either carry with them or have seiit kfttr 
them, aH that is most novel and decani in the various' departments of 
the toilette. Fashion used to be quite at a BtaQ:3'BtilI during 'the monttis 
at Abgast and Septeraber ; that that is not the case at preient ottt ^ate« 
will Bufiicientty testify ; but, independent of theii' testimony, we ire 
kbout to present oUr gentle reidern nilh intelligence >hich will proVe'^to 
them that tbe march of fashion keeps pace with the progress of the age. 

We refer to ottr vlatea for some new forms of pardesnt. W» fiBd, 
alw, that shtwla conaposed of taffetas or poait (fe aoie, f^tooHed'^mnd 
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the border in silk to correapond, or el»e the fettooos are edged witb ^Ue, 
have incrcBsed in vo^ue. , 

We nin»t obeerve also that, in a good many ioatanceB, the tntuUelet and 
the wife, -neither of which have lost aoythiog of their vogue, are com- 
posed of the same material aa the rotw. This ii, in Bome degree, a re- 
vived faihion, for our fair readers may recollect, Bome aeaBone a^o, that 
scarfs of the sanie material as the robe were adopted by many tUgantei, 
but for a very short time only. At present the garnitDre of the manieUt | 
or vinte is always the same as that of the robe, if the latter has any 
trimming, but in many instances the robe, if silk, is made without 
trimming ; and then pasaemenlene or lace is employed for the pardesstu. 
Sometimes even a giniple quilling of ribbon is adopted. Muslin ones 
are usually decorated with flounces or embroidery. Since the weather 
has been so warm lace mantehti and scarfs have been much more ex- 
tensively seen. We may cite in particular the matUekt-thale aa one of 
the most remarkable creationG of the season ; tbey are made both in lace 
and muslin, and are composed of two very large rounded points cut out 
at the bend of the arm, so that the shape is perfectly displayed. Others, 
composed of India mustin, are encircled with an embroidery in feather- 
stitch, or a single lace voUtnt nirmonnted by a boMloiutA, through which 
rihbonisruD. 

Bonnets have, from the begioning of the season, been of a very light 
kind, and they are now even lighter tlian before ; we do not speak of 
those adopted in plain watkingdress, for we have no alteratians of aay 
kind to notice in it since last month, bnt we observe that in pahlic pro- 
menade and cairiage dEsts, . Italian straw and dlk bonacAs, ospoowUf the- 
fonoer, seem to have entirely disa{^ared. Crape, Mfe, and horaehair, 
are the materials generally adopted for bonnets. The latter, nearly as 
transparent as lace, has the advantage of being firmer, and when em- 
broidered, as is sometimes the case, in coloured silks, has an extremely 
novel as well as pretty ^ipearance. We ma^ cite among the pcettiest of 
tlie plain white one* those with moderately open brims, the interior 
trimmed with a boaillonKie of pink or blue crape, and the exterior with a 
taffeta ruche of the same colour; the ruche winds round the crown, and 
one end of it attaches a lace lappet, forming a naaid with floating ends. 
We may cite also, among the crape bonnets, those with the brims rather 
more open ; they are trimmed with very small t&es dt pbimet on the ex- 
terior, and maneinit of delicate flowers in the interior. We observe that 
white crape bonnets are in a majority, but the feathers are either coloured 
or shaded, and the flowers correspond ; pink and a delicate shade of 
m*eaa are preferred. 
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We have no change to anDOnaco in ewlj moniiiig coatumc, bat for^ 
el^ut *ci/lig4 we may cite cambric pelisae robes as most decidedly iu 
vDgoft both for home co«tiime and the promenade i they are made in a 
TEry simple style, but it if a simplieity which may be rendcTed very ex- ^ 
pensive if such ie the pleasure of the wearer. Some have the froot of 
HOi cerMje and fikirt oroameoted in the foim of a broken cone with de- 
Ufhed wreathi embroidered in feather-stitch at a considerable distaiue 
froDi euh other ; this style of gamitoie may he rendered very eKpensiro 
by having the embroideries encircled with Valenciennes lace. The eor- 
taga at these robes are hi^h, and tight to the shape ; the sieevea ale al- 
tnp demi-large — we refer to our plates for some models of tham. 

Ttte pelisse robes of muslin liaed with silk or crape, and made as de- 
srtibed in our preceding numbers, are also fashionable for th: prome- 
i)de ; but, elegant as they certainly aie, they have by oo ntedns displaced 
summer silks- Those of the pelisse form, either ia silk, or trimmed with 
peuaunierU of a very light kind, are still more general than white robes. 
Where the dress ia of the round robe form, the skirt is either without, 
trimning, or the garniture i« composed of flounces. We perceive that 
plain sldrti increase in favoni, and we do not wonder at it, for their ax- 
Crava|ant width renders a garniture not only unnecessary, but gives it in . 
many respects an ungraceful effect. 

We have beeo obliged of late to repeat that the forms of robes* 
vbether for Biomiug or evening dress, have suSered very little change, 
at iDMt as regards the cor«i;e,- this is not only literally true, but it ia 
very right that it. should bs so, for we never remembei fashion and rear . 
tni to completely in nnison, since whether the coriagt is high or mode- 
rately low, it cannot be made in a manner more beEoming to the shipa. 
. Paaey is allowed considerable latitude in the sleeves, as will be seen by a 
Ttfercaee to our )Jates. We may cite as the last novelty in evening drea* 
the nbt A PA^tuii, composed in general of embroidered tarlatane i the 
coTtaft^ not quite baU-high, is made alternately with a fold between «ech 
eakuate of embroidery ; the sleeves are wide, descending just bdow the 
•Ibow { they are open at the lower part, but partially attached by fancy 
buttons placed at r^nlar distances so as to display the beauty of the arm ; 
1 light embroidery in a running pattern borders each side of the 
opaing. The skirt is double, and each omameated with a deep em- 
hfoidery round the border. 

Although head-dresses of hair, ornamented in a simple style, with 
Bownt or ribbons, are those most generally adopted in evening dress, yet 
caps are by no means laid aside, their form is still small and round, but 
their details are very varied ; they are for the most part made with open 
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<eMi1»; dib]riariiig tbe bemtj' of the hair. 7U2e of thenoM tntBspareBt 
land MWOiB tqnalljr in fevoar trith rich kce for theae bead-dteaMs: 'TUfe 
igamitvre is composed of ffaoze ribbons 'and flowen/with wtifeh nufl 
wr^ Sfuits are somstimes mingled. W« prefer fiowert only, bat die inir- 
tnn is faabionaUe, and thewfore we miut not condemn it. 
< FadnoaaUe colours are atil) the same aa last month, but whitaitmon 
in rogue, and we b»re dMerred some new shades of green and ydhm. 

PARIS FASHIONS FOR THE MONTH. 

Although inan7 of our own beau mimde have, as usual, qoHted Puis 
fbr the German Spas or iheir country seats, we have still a good many 
remaining'; and as the influx of foreigners is very great, ^ris seems 
nearly as full and as brilliant as ever. The materials for e^pemuc and 
eapofel continue the same as last month ; poalt de loie is a good deal in 
request for morning ci^otes ; paille de fimtaaie and paSie de riz are Very 
predominimt in tha public promenades later in the day, and ckipMKc 
composed of crape fulie and lace are seen both in the pnbHe promensdea 
and half dress, but more especially in the latter. We may cite amongst 
the most admired chapeaias that have recently appeared, those of rice 
■traw: some are trimmed with a half wreath of red pniwinklss, and the 
biterior of the brim decorated with a b»mUtmn4t of MU to correepiHid ; 
others hsve the exterior decorated with a honquet of maraboBts shaded in 
green, pink, or blue with white ; ribbons shaded in the sane coleon 
completes the gamitare of the exterior, and eoqvew of the same ribbon 
are dfapoied- in a novel manner in the interior of the brim. Sevorsl 
cotonred crape capotes covered with point d'Aitgletem, have the exterior 
mdomed with a half wreath of email flowers of different kinds and hoes { 
ribbon to correspond completes the garniture. Some others composed of 
irbite crape, are ornnmented on the exterior with white ribbon, and in 
the interior with imnicinir of red geranium. The most decidedly 
dbttn^K^ of all the half dress ciopeonz are those composed of white 
crape with enire deax of blonde lace, and a garniture composed of two 
trhite feathers of the drooping kind, and white ribbon. We have sesa 
some also on which sprigs of rosea were employed instead of the featben-

He late f6te given at Vincennee by the dake and docheaa of Mont- 
pcnrier, was attended hj all the (Ute at the French bem nmade, and te 
the cQatumea were in a style of aimple elegance woidiy of the attentian 
of OUT fair readers, we caonot refrain from a short notice of thmn. 
Several robes composed of organdy or tarlatans weie trimmed vitli

GILES GEFFROy, 

GiLEK Getthoi wa: ibe son of boiisst pwents, a! most people $xe vhoM 
pupnta ire not ihievei j he was bora, not to the iubsritance ot wealUi, ror Mt 
father and mother had uoiie to leave him ; not to the inheritance of geniaa, it 
nighl be Bupposed, for his father and mother had iiaile at little of that aa of 
*eallh. Bat as some perEong make shift to get wealth, though Dot bern to i^ 
to it sometimes happens that geninB is the poiu^ssion of the son though not of 
the father and mother. The father of Giles occopied a small brm under a 
gnat man, whose name was Sir Arthnr Bradle;, Bart. ; and it was at a very 
Milf age indeed that yonng Geffroj Imew that Sir Arthur'sname was not Bart, 
bat Bradlej, and that bait, meant baronet. 

The poet Graj speaki of " many a flower born to blnsh onsesn,' and all that 
Und of thing; but, for the most part, geniuses who have fathers and mothers 
■eldom bluah noseen, if the; blush at all. Youcg Giles's genius was first dls- 
CDvered by bis father and mother j by whum it was commnnifated to the parislt 
(lerk, whn, happening lo be a schoolmaiter in a small waj, was mightil; pleased 
toieckoa among his srholars so great a prodigy. As the youth grev up towards 
manhood he manifested still farther proofs of genius, by his deeidedly anti- 
apiCDltnra] propensities. The ordinary implements of husbandry were hi* 
nttar aveninni no persuasion in the norld could iuduce him to handla tha 
plough or the spade, harrows were his aboniiualion, and from scythes and 
sicUes he turned away with undisguised disgust. Bis father was too amiahio 
a man to horsewhip the lad, Ihongh he often said, " that he did not know what 
the dickens would become of him if he did not learn to woTk." He loved the 
field* and the groves, for he would tvsndei therein with a marvellous lackadalsi- 
ca1neg», malting poetry while his mother wat making poddings. So, in abort 
Smteuekb, 1847. K 
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time, he beoma the talk of the village i and when he wki silliDg on a gate and 
nadiDg Thomiui'e SeuoDi, the aglicultaral npentivea would pass by gazing 
will) utoniihnsnt at Ibe wondroaa youth nho could find ■ plettsora in rending ; 
for it <ra$ a BtrOdng p^uliuily of the lads of the village to think that they had 
read qnlte enoii^ it aehaol, and la regard reading for pleasure with aa mucta 
•stoniahment as thej would look upon amateur hedging aud ditching. 

By the instrBmentalii; of the parish clerk, aDd_ the parson to bi>ot, the fame 
of GileB reached the hall, and became knoiru to Sir Arthnr Bradlev, who, 
though no genlua himself, was a gieal Bdmiier of genius in others. Sir Arthur 
waa moie than aetouithed, that a young naa who was ham In a village, and 
had never been to college, could write leraes ; for Sir Arthur himself had been 
ta call^e upwards of'three yeara, and notwilhetauding all the mathematics, 
port, and morning prayers that he had undergone (here, he could not write aiz 
linee of poetry for the life of him. In an evil hour, it happened that Sir Artfaoi 
expressed a wi^ la see aome aT Ibai woudnfal aluS called poetry, which had 
been fabricated by Giles, as he swung upon galea or atrolled through copsea. 
So (be parson told the clerk, and Ibe clerk told Giles's father, and Giles's 
fttbei told Giles's mother, and Giles's mother lold Giles's self, who forthwith 
■et about mending hie pens, and raling his paper, making as much fuia with 
(he purity and neatness of his manuscript as a Jewish Babbi, when transcribing 
the Pgnlatencb. In a few days the transcription was completed ; and then the 
diffieulty waa haw to convey the precious treasure to the sublime and awful handa 
of the great and mighty Baronet Itn-aa mentianed to the clprk, by whiHii it 
waa conveyed to the parson, by wbom it was comuuinicated to the Baronet, thU 
young Giles had transcribed a poem, which he was aoxious to lay at the feet of 
Sir Arthur Bradley. 

As the Baronet was now commilted as a patron of genius, what could he da 
heller in the way of patronage, than giie the genius a dinner? An incitatian 
was sent accordingly; and then did Giles, llie poet, scarcely knew whether he 
Stood upon his head or upon his heels. For a while he doubted whether be was 
destined to dine al the Baiouel's own table, or in the bouiekeeper's room. It 
was a marvellous thing for him to wear bis Sunday clothes on an; other day 
than Sunday, and still more marvellous for him to wear gloves on any daji 
therefore wbi^u he found himself on the way to the hall with his Sunday ctothas 
■(pon his back, and a pair of new gloves upon hie bands, which stuck out on 
each side of him, like the &ds of a frightened fish, he was overwhelmed with 
astonishment, and thought that if any of the agricultural operatives should 
meet him in this guise, they would think him mad. A lerribia bumping of hii 
heart gave him nalicu that he was approaching the mansion ; and while be waa 
hesitating nhelher he should enter by the principal or a ride entrHace> a serrant 
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tppawed on the *tEps of the tnmt door, to ii>her in tSr. Gilei Oeffrojt. Whan 
Iks joang gent)«nian betrd Mb nami for tlie Ent lime in hit life loadl j ind 
MDorendy aaaouneed u Hlstei Giles Ueirraj,the blood row to bis cheebi, and 
be pToadly thonghl to hlmsrlf, *tut • Gna Ibing it is to be a man of genio) 1 

Whan the draviDg-room door was opened for bim, lie was ■imosl al^^d to 
nter it, for the caipet looked loo fine to tread upon, and the cbaira by far too 
*legant to sit down on. Tht voice of Sir Arthur Bradlej encoar^ed the yoalbi 
and after the Srst shock was OTer, and when hs saw wilb bis own eyes that per- 
Kga wer* wniiBlly sitting on these very Gne chairs, and were apparmlly inssn- 
■ible to the swfol beaoly of the turailare, he, also, at Sir Arthur's iuvitatioa, 
tested himself. Having thus deposited bimseir, ho was neit at a loss what to 
Id with his GngiTS and his eyes ; and haiiog looked at the rest of tbe company, 
Id see how Ibey managiNltbeee matters, he fun nd them all so rariously employed, 
that be knew not which to select as a model. As to the matter of hia tongue, 
he kK as though it were under an enchaDttnent, and wbetbei it cleared to the 
roof of his mouth, or whether in bis fright he bad swallowed it, be could scarcely 
lelL From this stale of perplexity he was in time relieved, but only la undergo 
itill greater perpleiiciea ; for the dining-room posed bioi mors thin the drawing- 
lamn bad, and be fell veiy much as one of the uninitiated would have felt had 
he by stealth introduced himself among tbe adepls of the heathen mysteries. 
Betwhen be had taken a glass arlwo of wine, he fell Ibe inspiration of initi- 
Ulon coming upon bim, Bud he was no longer a Etranger; and when Sir Arthur 
Bradley talked of poetry, Giles Oeffroy's countenance brightened up, his 
tongue was loosened, end he discoursed most eloquently concerning Thomson's 
Seasons and Toung's Night Thoughts. 

This visit, gratifying as it was to the littrary ambition of Giles, and to tbe 
honest priila of his parents, was not the most propitious event that could have 
happened to Giles, for it set him making compsrisona, and comparisons are 
odious. He compared the sanded floor of bis father's cottage with the car- 
peted roon^s of the ball; be compared the splendid sideboard in 14 ir Arthur's 
dining-room, with the little corner cupboard which conisined the cotl^e 
crockery; he looked up to tbe cottage ceiling— it was not far to look — and there, 
instead of Grecian lamps, be saw pendsnl flitches of unclassical bauon j he 
compared the unceremonious table of bis parental borne with the well-appointed 
table of tbe Bsronet; he compared bacon and cabbage with tnrbot, Tenison, and 
such lite diet, and gave the preference lo the lal[cr. In the neii place, ail the 
n^bbours thougbl him proud of having dined at llie Baronet's house; and 
Ibty endeavoured 11 mortify htm and bis parents, by making sneering remarks 
about genius, and by expressing their wonder that Giles was not brought up to 
lometbing. Sat his mother said — aud I love her for saying so, though she was 
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wTDDg — " TbM with bi< taleuu be m*; do onytbiiiB." So stid Iho puiib 
cUrIt, BO ssid the pnrton, snd so B^d Sit Arthur Brtdley. Tbo worst of IbOM 
UlentB viih which a m*a can do ui^tliiDg, is, that tbcj ue at the E*me time 
the laleuls with which the owoer doee nolhing. Thns it proved with Oilei 
Geffro; i for Id process of Ume hie father and mother died, and left him Bole 
and oudiaputed heir to all their poBBeuiana. 

Now cBme upon hini the perpleiitieg of buBiness; he had Bome difficnltj ta 
ascertaia what he was worth. Tbo farm which hie father had culti rated, and 
the houee in which he had dwelt, belonged to Sir Arthur Bradlef ; but the 
fumitare ef (be hauae, and the elock of the farm, aflei paying off hie fathtr'i 
debU, belonged to Giles; tbercfoie, the heir, with a landable diligence and 
proprietj of procedure. Bet hiniBClf to examine the amount of the debts, an! 
ibe extent of tb<< piapeity j and when he >et the one against the other, Ihef 
seemed as well fitted, as if they bad beeu made for one auotber; ajid (bos, 
when all was selOed, nothing remained. Giles ronsnlted with his friendB what 
was beat to be done. He spoke first to the parish clerli, his old schoolmaaler ; 
end he was decidedly of opinion that be had better consall his friends. With 
this recommendation he called upon the parBon, who was exactly of the aanie 
opinion as the clerk, sajing that the beat Ibiag that he could do would he to 
coneult hia ftienda. From the paraon be went to Sir Arthur himself, who gate 
bim a most cordial welcome, shook himbj Ibe band with amazing condescension, 
and expressed his great readinesa to serve the young man, according to the 
beet of his powar. That was jusl the thing Giles wanted. 

■' Do jou Intend to carry on iha farm i" said the worthy Baronet. 
'• I should he very happy to do Bo, (replied GilesJ only I have ne capital, and 
I don't very well niiJerstand farming." 

These were cerlainly objections, and the Baronet saw the force of them, and 
replied, eaying— 

"The best thing you can do ia to consall your frienda, and see if thej can 
BBsitt you." 

Now Giles Geffroj, who bad lalenls equal to aavthing, found himself at a 
]oBStod)sco»e( who were bis friends. Very likely be ia not the first In the 
world that baa been so puzzled. For a few weeks he was Invited, now to this 
neighbour's, and now to that ; not so much, it appeared, out of compassion to 
his wantt, as out of comiilimenl to bisgeniiis; bat tbie sort of thing ceDnOt 
last long; people in the country prefer pudding to poetry, and they cannot think 
why people who have hands should not support tbemaelTes. So Ihey one and 
all began lo tliink and to say, that it was a pity that a young man of sQch 
ability as Giles Geffrny should bury his talents in a country village ; that Lon- 
dOD was the only place in the world for a genius li. thrive in ; and tbiii Ihey 
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nainimouilj recommended him to by his fortane in Loadcm. Eiodhmrted 
people do not lik« to gee tbeic /riendi aUiTc, uid il 19 tuhet ezpetuive to feed 
Ihem, ao tbej endeavour to gel rid aC tbem. The parish-clerk kneir nothing of 
LondoQ, hni the paisoa did, aod wu ready enoagh tn glre Gilet letters of in- 
trodncdon to some men of letters, h; whose means he might be brought into 
lotiee. Tlie Baronet was also willing to giTe him fire gniaeaa towards pajing 
big expenses i and the patish-cleik was willing to gire him a copy of CoeVet't 
Arilbmeljc, to teach bim bow to make the best dsb of the five guineas. With 
fire guineas, Coclier's Aiithmetic, ThomBon't Seasons, and Yoang's Nigbt 
TfanDghti, and the bleuings and the good wiihea of (be whole parish, who were 
proud of his talents, and glad to gat lid of bim, Giles joameyed to Londoa 
in search at a livelihood and immortalilj. All the waj along he omased 
luasalf Tith thoughts of wh&t should be his first iitararj productton— 
vhether an epic poem, or a tragedy j anything lower he thought would bo de- 
grading. At length, when he entered Iha great d^, he was fuU of poetry and 
leiered wiib duiL Nine o'clock at nigbt in Fetter-lane, in the middle of 
Hanb, is iiot a Tery poetical aeaioa ; nor are the sights, aoBuds, and smells of 
the closer parts of a great metropolis, Taatly conducive to inipiratioD. Giles 
taDldaoibelp coDgralulating the dryades, oreads, nymplu, and Tauns, that (hey 
were not undar tbe necessity of putting ap eren for a single night, at the Whits 
Hone, Fetter-lane — a very good inn no doubt in its way, but far from being a 
poetical object to the eye of any niuophisticated villager. 

Il was ibe Grst oncem of oar genius to deliver hij letters of intrndoBtlan, in 
which he supposed, of coarse, that he was described as a genius of the first 
order, and by means of which ha expected to receive a cordial and admiring 
welcome. He was, therefore, not a little sarprised to hear, f^om the very Grst 
person to whom be presented himself, that the present was the very woif.t time 
for any one to come to London with a view to literary success. 

"Which doyoD think would be thebest timet" saidGilea,with much seriou- 
nesi and sincerity, and with • real desire of information. 

* Ton are disposed to he Taggith," t^d the new friend. 

There, however, the worthy gentleman was in error, for Giles Geffrey was a* 
little inclined to waggery as any man living. He was ■ perfsct reaUstj ~ne 
(ksogbt (bat everything was what it appeared; he knew that people lUd Uugh 
soDiBtimes, but be conld not tell why they laughed, nor did be know wbat they 
laogbed at; besides, he was a genius, and there Is a certain salennity in genius 
incompatibla with laughter and waggery, esperiaUy in tbe higbar order of ganias, 
Iktt is, epie poem and tragedy genius. 

When he bad presented all his leuers of introduction, he found that all to 
wheat he bad been,introdnc>4 were unanimous in tbe opinion that the present 
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WM the wonl pouibla time for a yoong niui Id came to Losdoa oa a liteiuj' 
specalBtJoii. Bat tbera wu another point on which Ihaj wNe also imuiimoiu, 
and that was a (er; Important one — Ihej were all quite willing, and iroold be 
moat happy, to do anything to >GTTe lum. With Ibis consoling tbooght ha 
faired lodgings, and sat aboat wriliag ao epic poem. What a Teiy great geiuns, 
or what a verj small stomach, a man mUBl have who can write an epic poem in 
lesB time than he can spend five guineas in Tictuals, and drink, and lodging ! 
especiallj when one ponnd sixteen sbillium and sixpence bate been dedncted 
from that anm for iriLTeUing expenses. Bat with genius so great, or with sto- 
maeb so small, Giles Geffrey was nnt gifted ; therefore, his money was all gono 
before his epic poem was finisbed. That was a pity. Still there was no need 
to be cast down, for he could but call on those friends who would be mosthqipj 
to do anything to aerve lum. He called accordingly; but tbal very thing 
wlilch woald hare been of the greateet immediate sercice to him, riz., a dinner, 
-none Qf thtm woald give him; he did not asli Lhem, to be sure, bnt it was th^ 
bnainesE to ask him; it was not, however, their pleasure. Generoug peopli^I 
have frequently bad occasion to observe, liVe to do good in their own way} 
Ihej object to all kinds of dictation ; so it was with Giles Geffroy's fiiendc 
They did not give him a dinner, vhich, at best,coDld have served him but &day. 
Hey gave him good adviee enoagb to last him for many months ; they racom- 
mended him to finish his poem u soon as he could, and in the meantime, pei- 
haps, bis friends, Ihey sud, could afford bim some temporary asslstauce. 

"Alack! alack! (slud Giles to bimselr,) 1 wiah mytrieudt nould tell me nho 
njy friends are." 

ll happened in Ibe course of bis muitifariODs reading, that Giles had some- 
where seen It set down in print that booksellers are the beat patrons of geniuaj 
so he went to a very respectable bouksellor; and after waiting two houra and 
three quarters, was admitted to an audience. Giles thought he had never aeea 
inch a nice man in bis life — so pleasant, so polite, such a pray -take- a-chaic 
a^le of address, that hy a hop, skip, and a Jamp effort of imaginatioDj Oilei, 
with his mind's eye, saw his poem already printed, and felt his mind's fingaxa 
paddling among the aavereigns he was to receive for the cnpyrighL At the 
menHon of an epic poem, the boulueller looked serious ; of conree it wu all 
right that he should look so, for an epic poem is a serious matter. 
" What is the snl^ject, sacred or profane f" 

" Sacred, by all meaue (replied Giles) ; I wonid not for the world wiite Any- 
thing profane." 

"Cert^nly not (sMd the bookseller); I have a great abborrence of profani^. 
What is the title of your poem )" 
" The Leviticnd; I am doing Ibe whole book of LeviUcos inio blank rerts.

of her domestic estaUlifameat, made her manalnn the general rendezvons of tbt 
fiist men in Paris. If report, indeed, had in any way sullied the fair reputatiasi 
ef the lady, her convemftiiiMii were, nererthelBss, among the most brilliantly 
aHended.

On 
this melauiboly oecaalon, the Baroneaa ha4 displayed every aign of inconaoUUa 
grief, and in the ezamlnalion tbatwaa made with regard to IheCount'a dlltipated 
life, both Gha and her aerranta underwent an examination, when one dKom- 
Blance only waa eatabliBhed — that tbe Baroneaa had repeatedly lent heavy auiia 
of mouey to tbe infatuated young nobleman, who bad made aacU a melancboly 



For aeveral montba after Una tragical occurrence, the Baronew bad Utealed 
tbe aincerity of her grief by oouEning heraelf to her bonae in deep mouniilg, 
ontiltime, ibe aolicitude of her (rienda, and tbe influence of a naturally aprlgUly 
diaposilion, had reatored her to her aaoal babita of gaiety, and her bouae once 
more became the focna of attraction to tbe aerioua, aa well aa to tbe light aod 
tboughlleaa bearta, with which Paria abounded. 

Such ia a brief history of the lady whoae manalon I covlODght. I bad baM 
inirodoced lome montha previoiu by a gay young mllUaire, and won by bar 
peculiar faacinatioa of muiQKr I bad been aaaldiiooa In Iboae attentiona *ad 
complimenta for which my education and diapoaiiion had, perfaapi, moat emi> 
nently fitted me to abioe in. From my £rat interview, indeed, nay >inity 
whiapned to me that I had made conaiderable impreaaion npoa the elegwit and 
accompliibed Baroneaa. There aeemed to my akilled ear a more than ordinary 
Boflneaa in ber voice when abe addretaed ma with a language, told by her atUl 
fine and expretaive eyea, that induced me to the belief that abe aimed at no laaa 
a coniineBt than my bearL Though I admired ber, abe waa one of tbe Urt 
women upon eertb whom 1 could have loved.

Wb have, of conne, no change to aatuMmct^ In 
their focitWiDor eotdd ws, mdeed, expect anyM the wMon n-dtawil^i 
towards its dose; bnt the manner of trimming benneta vary eOoftsaiH 
to |^v« an air of norelty, which, to ray the butb, doog often mipriM u 
not a Httle. 

We may cite amonffBt the prettiest bonneti that lure appeared hum 
onr last nomber, those marked 1, i, and 10 in our i^MeH ; and tboM tor 
eariy mominp lireae, composed of white or dark drab-cdoured jwm A 
m^la i the ahapes are ahntya close ; the firtt have tbe material arrayed 
in Anting boA on the brim and on the ciown; the inteiior of tin inin 
is trimmed wiA narrow lace and cnt nbboniin the cap style; btitfniii) 
^ closeness at brim, At trimming is barely percepfible ; Ae exteiioris 
edged with a normw ftiirmg of the silk, a wreatb of cut ribbon in tbe 
form of vine leaves endrdes the bottom of the crown, and is termiDited 
with a knot at the back of itj-Mcfer, tyingin faS bows and ends muhr 
the cbin, eomplMc the garniture. The dtab-colottred bonnets hate tbe 
matsrial armged in casings put two and two togedier, aed foldaoftint 
placed honumtally betw«Bn, there are two rows of each ; tb« mteriM- df 
the brim ia ornamented only with brides of drRb^tdournd^bbon'^rvred 
in ruby, a twisted rdeau of tbe esme goes roond tlie crown ending in a 
yapiAw bow vidi short cods at the Inck: a ftiU oAoa compoaad of black 
lace, the heart composed of pu& of ribbon, is placed on one sida. These 
bonnets are vasy fishioDaUe for the morning promeliada at th««ea'Side 
and wateritig-}JBces ; and thsy are certainly very novel. Rice straw and 
&ocy straw are preferred latw in the day for the promenade ; the princ^al 
change as regatds the first ia that tbe flovers with which they are deco- 
rated are placed en gerbt upon the brim ; the others are principaUjr 
trimmed with ribbon of new pattern, to whidi a single Bower, uso^^ali 
-exotic of a large size, is added on one side. Bonnets of tuBe boa^Mmi 
have lost nothing of their vogne in carriage dress and demi-toilttte. We 
may cite also those of drab-coloared crape, trimmed witb pink tuile in a 
novel and dresSy style, though without flowers or ribbons. We bare 
seen also some rice-straw bonnets, the brims formed of alternate bsndl 
of cobnired blonde and rice-straw ; they are trimmed with wreaths ot ' 
flowers, narrow in the centre and very ibil at the eidea. Crape bonne*

I BU> agned for m; paiuga with the csptaln of a Greek polacie, wba wai Id 
nil ia the ereniDg for Odesaa. The polocre ww a remarkably pretty barque, 
liDt bad what the aaUors call a raguiBh look ; aod, noleu I abrevdly miscon- 
caiied appeuancei, had played bet part among the islaali in the dayi when 
IheMbre did mora than tkeinroice.aiidQreekoaptaiDi traded in more matters 
Uum Uieylraiild aokoowledge In any oaitom-honae in tbe Mediterranean. But 
allwainovinnooeat. Thepolacrehad been porifiedfrom all her pirate frolica; 
liM deatinaUoD va* Intimate ; and my baggage, walle^ and leash of Aoaloly 
gieyhonnde, were put on board. Tha cabia was lofficiently small, and I had 
token it lomyself, with theTidr addiOoual etipulation that neither moregoodi 
Doipaueagers should be taken an board than the vesael would he able to cony. 
The oaptain, a showy, bronzed, tall Greek, shook me by Ibe hand, in token of

■uIb could not be bonded, and (he men conld not itir upmi deck, rrom lh« 
enormoDB compilation ol mercbandise which tbs logaery of Cilliatialo hid 
saffered to gather Ibere. I wai not totallj indifferent to the mult, for a Totldih 
cimeter or knife wu not likely lo be a Terj diicriminating judge of nalicnuUilj 
at midnight. But, bted if I were, t should have been mads lealoas bjtbe 
STident terror of the Stab ov TBB Htaau. lu rooments of general alami, ill 
the world beeamei eommDaloallre j and I learned from one of the Greek U- 
tendanta that there was a Uttle romance eoLoecled with the public part of hit 
liighneiB'a flighL Ajonng Italian, an offlcer In the Auitro-Tenitian iqiiidiaii 
Ijing in the Propontis for it* inmmer trip up the HeditemneiB, had contrir«d 
to eatabliah an intereit in the heart of Ibe fur Greek j which, as happens ia 
other casee, was b; no means- entsruuned with the same cordiality b; her 
guardian. A bullet and Iha cimetir were the promised rewards of the Itallaa'a 
farther attentions j and the young beauty, disconsolate of course, but not the 1«m 
handsome foi her melancholy, as I could attest, on the visible evidence of her 
magnificent eyes and lovely expression, was whirled away from CaQstantincple, 
never lo see her worshipper more. 

lu the mean time our clumsy attempts to get Dp the attils proceeded, ind 
though the wind was now blowing a gale, and we began lo feel the swell at the 
moulh of the Bosphoras, the polacre crept on a sn^'a pace, while the TurkiBh 
guard-boats were eiideotly coming np at full gallop.

Jew and 
Turk, the sly Smyrninte, whose soul is made of oil and figs, the smooth PeniU, 
who lives by Europaao plunder in all shapes, and the Rabbi, to whom nothing 
Christian or Infidel comes amisa, were all gathering up whatever they could 
abstract most precious from their bogs, and preparing plaatitailildes for the n- 
moraeless ears of the Doganieri. 

There was no time for ceremoHV ; I introduced myself to Ihe hoipodar, ac- 
quainted him briefly with ihe nnrure of Ihe case, kicked Captain Callistnto]oil 
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from (he cenlrs nt a forKGcatioD of biles, which I leillj be1i«Te he «h pilfering 
«t the moment; isnt turn by the same lummary |irocess to the feet of the hoi' 
podar, ami there Inaiatad on hie Earrenderiug the cominB.ad of (he Teasel to hii 
iMle. But the Halteee was not amhitloaE of an honour which promised little 
mere than piomotloii to the rope or the aze, aod left the affair again In mj 

The Bonnd of the oars wis becoming still more audible j and eien the long 
pbotphorio dash fiom their stroke was beginning to show itself on the walera 
They could not be more than the third of a lea^e off; when, seeing the urgent 
necessity of comiug to some determination on the subject, T held b council with 
tlu) botpndar. Tbe poiul in question wks, whether he considered that our being 
arerbauled b; the saltan's barges would be likely to iDTolve himself In any 
Inoonienience. On (his tIsw he gave his opinion gallantly and promptly ; that 
he ooQld not conceire any pursuit lo be made after him at so short «. notice, and 
that, on the mere chance, it would be cruel, and eTen criminal, to expose so 
many people to tbe hazard of the Turkish laws. 

Bat this liew of tbe question differed vastly from my own. I ventaied to 
denbt his highneas's prodenee In IrntUng anything to the mercy of a gang of 
Turks, let loou, in the darkness, to da jast what they liked with a ship and 
cargo. I eqaally doubted thai, if they once fonnd a man of his rink on board, 
they would not al least detain him until intelligence from the capital had decided 
hiihtej coDcInded with laying down aailars' law on ths snlgect, namely — 
always to escape where we were not strong enough (o fight — and always to 
fight where we were not quick enough to escape. In (he present instance my 
advice was — to *sk no qaestions, bat fire away, (o the last cartridge among us i 
then lo make Isrms, if we ooutd, and. If we conld not, to make up our minds b> 
go to the bottom all standing. Hy rough advice was snited to the time; the 
hoapodar made an oriental obrisanoe In token of submiition, sent to his caUn 
for hli eartrine and piatoli, and went to take a last embrace, if such It wis lo be, 
of Ui heautifnl charge, who lay like the personification of the Tragic Moae 
clasping her bands, and turning her fine eyes alternately on him and on 
heaven. The glance dedded bim, ai it might bare decided the most inveterate 
stoic that ever had a stone instead of a heart in his boaom. It perfectly re- 
kindled all my ordotir ag^nst Turks and Doganlerl ; we now began a general 
mnater of our military means. The tjoepodar drew up the unwilling volunUtn, 
wfaom I had enlisted under penalty of throvring overboard every nan who re- 
fiised lo handle pike or pistol. I gathered tbe crew, and laboured to set them 
abosl working the ship. The first step was, of course, to clear tbe deck ; and 
mj hind was tbe first to fling a huge toppling bale of Salonica cottons plump 
into the water.

At the storj timiupir^, fhe geaenl Bfinf &th; for Ae death of tMs gallMit 
UDow Tsaebcd eveu Ihc lunpodac, who nnw ezpreased the deepest regret tor 
iia ruh tiolenco, eapecUlly on its being bnotni that the chief poipoae of Ae 
ICiluui's ranDing on bcNu^ vu to tell him that the boMs in pnnait •rere nat 
esprei^ly to bring Uai hacb, dead or eliie, to wait Ibe EDltan's pieBBora. Bat 
•n kBwntafian* were now Frnitltfee ; and there tu nofhing to be done, bat to 
Bdce Sn keit of our way, uid fight or fly u we could. 

Tie inlelii^noe of the actaai ponoil of the lio^odu had oompieted my da- 
tenunationi and, taldng the helm in my own "hand, I Metied right for the open 
flea. Bnt, fhoagh wehad'ieil our panuere «ome leagoeH^hind, aihower of 
Toeksts, vluch (ell directly ahead of the pdiacre, loon taoght ns that slgnds By 
(anerlhan bsHb. The gun from tlie fort had aiamed fhe khore, and the whole 
Hut nl goard-boati were ont Id out front toliring ni to. AnoCher Et oT terns 
BOW Mixed my Mefterranesu heroei, and Bie ropeg and earhinei were eqailly 
dropped togelher. One or two hlack-browed linaTee, with dieir hands on thsir 
fadTeijeren attempted to get op amntiny, and it wu not ffll a handipl&e welt 
^plied to Hie a« Jhmtit of the foremoBi pnt ui end to hit oratory (or a time, 
aadft few peliingR of the round shot that lay at my^fbet dispersed the rest, that 
I Alt ■scare against heing sent to feed the tuniueg, fur winch fhe strait has heea 
«• renowned. This demonatraliou on my part ended with ■ aolemn promiie to 
blow up the Teasel, Mnagglere and all, on tlie first dittnrhance among my rabh^e 
of poltroons. The people of the pilot-boat, loo, were on my hands. For tlie 
Italian, as not one of theotselTea, they exhibited no eitraragant sympathy; Imt 
asy by no means wlahed to come into actnal contact with the Turldih mnskou. 
There was no time for parley. To amanthey went oTerthasido, wished me 
a luclcy escape, and rowed shoreward. The situation was perplexing. Bat,

A Bwatm oF ihe Tnrkish boats w«re now conuDg np close, yet in thrir nnml 
«lo»^ manner of dnslerihg together; bat two orfhree were lying astemof Ike 
(••t,-aiil Aont aamanj more were taking atweep, silently to cot oR ■mj 
iMteat On being hidled by Oi* fcremost boat to Ue.to, I answered fliat (h«y 
lul only to aMd an otEeer on board. TUe latelllgmin ms remlred byUM 
TnrkswMiaBhoat-iJtriBmph, Ibr laTal TicWlet are tw« IntMrwraiUBi but 
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in my bkrk the public feeling «u direcUy the rerene. The IcDkiM, whom iw 
pennuiou could btve liitbeiia iadnoed to pull a, trigger, now bouuc«d olth 4II 
the *xigtj bendsm of Aleianden. I wu daclu«d to be the blsckot of ti^ton, 
the buNt of daataidB, and openly charged with selling the ship, at a momeot 
When erery man in her wbb raadj to remit to the lot diop ot hii blood. Eien 
the bospodar, roused by tbe near approach of bla fate, and probably sUJI mora 
hj the mlBerisB to which bi> young beauty must be eipoeed, came hastily to- 
ward me, and asked, in a voice itrnggling with emotion, whether T could lUnk 
of inrrendering ; and, bidding him draw bis sword, and cat down the first man 
who flinched, called upon the Alexanders (o Blond by me, and fight, at leail, till 
I hade them give in. I bUII held the helm in my hand. The enemy, > little 
lulled by the ezpeotstion of an eaay Tielory, bad laid by their oota, and were 
preparing to jump on board for a glorioaa harvest of robbery. Thej were mii- 
talen, at least, for the time. A single torn of tbe helm brought Ibe polacre 
Into the very centre of tbe iwarm. Tbe shout was lumed into a universal howl 
of terror, SnccoBnve craaheB, followed by BnccasBive bowls, told ns that (he 
* prow was doing its work in good style ; and a acatteriag of turbans on the water, 
' snd tbe pbOBphoris iplaab of handa itriMng out for the shore, aatisfied me of 
the laoeesB of my stratagem, ^mple as it was. Tbe ciniter wna broken, scat- 
tered, omshed, and swamped, in five minutes. The shoot now was outb, and 
we bora on for the month of tbe strait with ibrious speed. Little hknn, how- 
■rer, .wm done except to the boats, for the Turks swam like fishes, and Ihey 
ware within a few hnudred yards of the share. 

Bat our night's work was not yet over. The boats in rear of the broken 
eltiHer were still to be passed ; and here came the tug of war. The Turk, 
fighting Id a fleet, is tbe most helpless of animslB ; but, Egbtlng alone, is liy no 
means to be despised. An nnlacky shin of tbe wind, at tbia moment, threw 
ottr Irage, unwieldy, latine sul aback ; and, in the confusion, nothing could pre- 
T«t the Turks from getting alongside. Of the crews of three, every man 
wai, in the next minute, creeping up our unfortunate vessel, bota stem to stem. 
Out riloalion began to be awkward. MuBkets were out of the question, for, 
ftfter the first shot or two, tbe whole affui was band to band. The eonfoaln 
wai horrible. Yet, after all, tbe darkness was perhaps in our favoor ; for we at 
ISMt knew something of the ground, and our crew, who would undoubtedly 
Iiave thiown down their arms at the first sight of an Osmanli iu daylight, fell 
to, hj the neceaai^ of tbe cose, and did their business very handsomely. Tbe 
Iniks at last gave way, and, between being lossed overboard and leaping over* 
board, tbey began to leave as a plear veiteL We should now have song lo 
Pnan, and left our enemies far on the beam, but for the ramnant of the sqns- 
dnm which we had already run down. Tbe delay occasioned by the fight 
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■nabled lliem to oome up, and we found oartelieE unexpected!; boarded b; • 
freih erovd of laffiana. Oar mJBtaace on thia emergency Borelv itripped ai of 
our laurels. I'hree-foaitha of oar waniart initinQf ran down InUi the cabin 
or Inmbled Into the hold. Tiia hotpodai, with two or tlii«e AlbaniaoB alone, 
ralrealed to the qnaiterdecfc, where he.d<>fBnded himself deeperately. As lo re. 
main bj the helm wu useless, I made mj way to him there, lackily (Dond mi 
>m-cbB»t, and, b; firing, kept off the enemy for a while. But tbny seemed to 
be reoeiTing a oantinnal iDcreaae to theii numbm, and at leagth they made « 
general cosh, and completely closed us in. A blow on ths head brongbt down 
the boipodar, Vhlle e. ihot through my arm disabled me for anything but a 
loolrer-on. The ^pesrance of affairi was gloomy. I Iboaght thai the time for 
blowing-op was come, if I could but be suffered to creep down lo the magazine; 
and, away I went. 

But, while I waa in tbe act of stretching away on my hands and feet for the 
porpoee, 1 beard a wild cry among the crowd of Turlca, and bit them soattering 
and tumbling runnd me in - all direclioni. Lanterns were now run np to the 
r^^Bg fay a new set of oomsra, and half a dozen ilont feliowa were soon hewing 
their way toward the etem. The Toika, tnlien by surpriie, fell like straws, and 
the fight waa done almoet as aoon as it had commenced. I now thought no 
more of the magazine, and made my way bsek, to see what was become of the 

The whole aoene was like a theatrioat finale. There knelt the Italian, with 
the baepodar's hand on his head, and the arm of the Star of the Haram round 
Ua naek. There wu no tine for etiquette ; all was nature. The young officer, 
when thrown oreibnard, had awam to the afaorc^ hod eolleoted some Oenoese^ 
and oome up Just in time. We certainly owed him our Urea ; and the hoapu- 
dar, aipedally, would hare been beadlesa in the eonrl of the seraglio within 
twen^-foiir honrs bat for liia following ni. We were, of eoune, all gnlitud*. 
Etbd the Jew pedlars voted him a contribution, and CapWn CalUatrato, creep- 
ing oat from his rat.ho)e In the hold, produced hit best anker of brandy ai a 
pTOpitiation. The deck waa deared. We dashed into the Euxine. All were 
happy, Jews, amagglers, and Smyiniotes. The fair girl and her hero were the 
happiest of Bill and, three days after, I saw them marching, the handao meet 
pair In the Ruttlan dominions, to. the foot of the high altar at Odessa. The 
hoapodar had now done wllh Toikey; the Italian had done with the sea ; and 
the hands of the print united, in my presence, two hsiots whloh promiaed oe 
glowingly for long delight as any that ever bound themieWe* In tbe golden 
Unhs of a nuariage far loi/e.

It rapratanta aaotim yeriod of the arentfU 
biitnry of Napolroa gfB|nrtfc Tbe bstfle of Sjlaa waa fiMght on the SiJi 
of Fetouij, 1607, between Om IIiwIib and Fiench traopi, and la generally 
admitted to hare been one of the noit ■nf/aamm and ohatfciately oonMeted 
baltlea In the Ualcvy of the war; U waa e^ebmlad at Fatfa and at Waiww 
wttlithe nasal aeoompainmaau of trtue^. The low of the Baiiiane waeitaitd 
ia the French bnUello U 7^000 kiltod, 18,000 piiaonera, and ut eqnal aambar 
pat Am dt enmbai i beridw lodns 4S piecee of oatmoa and 18 (wlowa. Ibe 
Frenth aocannl lihewlae atat«d tfetf the Eaapenir, naithei In thla nor any other 
battle where be eonuDanded, erei lost my of hla cannon; bnt thay admitud 
tbeir lota in killed and wounded to be vary eerare — one account eitimalee it 
at 1,000 killed, and d,700 wounded, including 1,090 ao eerereiy ai to be ren- 
dered for eTor nnfit for aanriee; bat Geaeial Beuningten ettlmatea their loaa 
at 10,000 killed, 12,000 wounded, and 3,000 prieonen. Among the French 
w«a fear enlm^Ulled, and fiTOBMvaUmdfoar ooloaela wounded; aaongat 
the latter we>e Uarabal i1 agMi ml, vid Clanaral Hnatponlt who died of hie 
waenda, rheaa^af tmeef theFi!ndibaltalioiH,acosidiBeio their aoeouBt, 
wai loat, that la, no donbt, ma taken bj the enemy. 

Twy ditfanni froaa tUawH the aoeosut et the BamlBn genenl, who, in a 
leltn datad m the fleld of battle, to the Emyaror of Kuiaia, atataa that the 
FrMuh WMB I iiiapliiliilj defeatadi wd that he had taken 1,000 ptlamura and 
13 (tandaida wUoh he had the kenatB' to Mad to Ua Imfcnal Uiyeatj. Be 
enimatad U> own leaa at 6>)00, and that of the Fieocb at 12,000. 

That it WM a ^id a»«aned banto there oan be no duab^ and that the loaa 
OB both ndaa mnat hBTe been aerele, a* the battle waa fonght by Ibe aitiUery 
ondcaralry; fnr twdve-hoan 300 ^eoaa of easota tven eendiag forth an iron 
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jhower oa the oppncila IIdm. The Ijattln wm to bard colltcsl«d that both 
putiCB claimed tbe itctor; ; bat if *e jaige from tbe fact of Bsaapirte ke«p> 
ing poneuion of Ejlin for sererid dsys after the Rairiuii had relmtcd, *e 
mut dedds the Tieloiy in hvour of the French. 

' The day aftor the battle pnaented a horrid iceiis of dottd and d;iag m«n ; 
OTcr the space of a (qnare league la; Uie frocen hodie* of frani 9,000 to 10,000 
friend* and fOM, with thoir of near 5,000 bonds; In everj dirKtion ntn 
strewed koapaacks, broken mnsketB, aabres, caiuion-ballB, and shells; and 
tventj-foDT pieces of cannon, near wMoh lay the bodies of their driTen, vlw 
were killed whils endeaTonihig to carry them off. Tbe ugbt was made Uu 
more conapionons owing to the ground being co*ersd with snow at the time. 
Man; of the RaBdan sUn were found with the insignia of their orders. lo 
bury all the dead and provide for the wounded wai a work of immense labaor ; 
forty-eight hoius aftii the battle tliere were «tiU upwardi of SOO woondedrBw- 
tiaas laying tipon the snow, wbou the French bad not been able to proiida Ka, 
oreren to shelter thrir wounded limbs from the Utter frost; at last bread and 
brandy was procored for them, and erentnally they were carried to a pl«c« of 
■heller, and their woimds attended to. 

Ersn the hardened breast of Napoleon could not supprew a sigh, while riding 
at the head of his staff, on the following day, over tbe field of balUe, at b«- 
' holding the ravage and desolation the demon of war bad cast around in a few 
short hours, deatn^ng the lives of thoosanda, and filttaig with sorrow the 
breast* of tens of thousands of wecfiing families. Oh I what rivers of blosd 
have been shed to feast man's ambition. 



EFFECTS OF FEAR. 

OsoseE Caoiinm, a PoUsh soldier, deserted from his aervice In tbe tisrmt 
of tbe jear I67T. He was discovered a few days after, drinking and -rnikiog 
merry in an ale-house. The moment be was apprehended, he was so mnth 
terrified, that he gave a loud shriek, and was immediately deprived of the 
power of speech. ' When brought to a court-martial, it was impossible to mtiit 
him articulate a word, nay, he became as immovable as a statue, and appeared 
totally uncoDScious o( what was going forward. In the piison to whldi he wai 
conducted be neither ale nor drank. The ofKcetB and priests at first itareatcued 
him, and afterwards endeavoured to sooth and console him, bat all tbelr eBons 
were In vaiii.

"ThoBE deatrnctive inwcti had m»ie tbeir appeantnce in this qmitet of tha 
eolonir in ibe preeedlng yen (1624), being the Erst lime Ihef hid been *eea 
mux 1808, They continued to adTsnce from the north in 183S ; and in ItK 
the corn eiotii in Gten-Lynden were totally deBlrDjad bj tbem j ind duria^ 
IB2T, 1828, uid lS39i the? extended ibeir iiTigei tbroiigb the whole of Am 
nerdieni and eastern diBtricb of the eolonj. Id 1830, thef again diuppeanA. 
Their inroadB, aceordinft to ibe beat acconnts I conld obtain, appeared to !• 
icnewed perladiesQf , about once in fifteen oi twenty yesrs, md generally «••- 
Bnoa foi sareral yean at a time. The IdcubI of SoQtb Africi i> not the nan 
irith the Aiiatic, bot i diBtioct apecies, to which Lichlenatein has given Ac 
lUUDa of 'grylliu deviBtalor.' The awarma which infest the colony ippeart* 
Mme origiaally always from the northward, and are probibl; bred In the Tatt 
daierta of the Interior, north and Booth of the Garesp ol orange river. In caa». 
log up Glen- Lyndon, wo paaaed Ihrongh a fljing swarm, whicb had exactly Ac 
i^pearance aa it approached, of a vast anon-oload hanging on the slope of (bit 
monntain, from which the snow was falling in very large flakea. When we gat 
into the midat of them, tbe^, all around andabore, was darkened as by a thiA 
cloud ; aad the rnabing sound of the winga of the millions of these inseeta aw 
as loud as the daah of a milt-wheel. Liobteaatein has used the Tcry aaine silil- 
litndea in describing them. The ground, aa they psased, becftnae atrewed with 
those that were wounded, or had winga broken in the Sight, by coming in eat> 
tact with their neighbours. But those foraied but a tiiiial portion of the whah 
tnornionB maaa. The ealamn that wa Ihui paBsed through was, aa nearly aal 
eould ealenlate, about half a mile in breadth, and from two to thrie miles a 
length. Much larger columnB Bje frequently seen. The fallowing detuls an 
diiefly extracted from a paper trenimilled to me the preceedii^ year by Captah 
Stockenslrom, for our Saatb American journal. 'Tbe flying IocubIb, thoogk

Tent them fcom xlighliajc. But tba joaagar, or jbmpiag loountl, no (ucb ilight 
obitaele will ched in their coaiK ; aod ■ paweifal ilreiiii iloiie, on ths lidtthej 
■pprotcb, nn htb the cnipi of the ngriciilturiali from their raTBgek Stagnant 
poola they crou, b; the leading multilodn being drowned, and rvrmiog a bridge 
for Iheae fallDwiog : even the Orange river ia eroiied, where it flowa ealmlj, by 
tiieir mjriadi, in thi* mincer. In tbe tame manaei firee are ezliDguIahtd by the 
iocalculable nnmbeia which precipitale themaelTea on the flames ia BUCoesdoD, 
and which, by peiiahing, provide a paaaage for the rest. Tbeii nambera are, 
indeed, ao inconceivKfaly great, that tbe iahabiunis regard Iheir approach with 
the almost diamay, aa inrolTing not only tbe deitraction of ifaeir cropi and 
gardens, but oFten, also, of the entire paalurige of the coanlr; ; in which case 
lEie farmer hsi no leaource but ts basleo from the diitrict, where Ibey hare " de. 
Toured every green tiling," in order to search for a precaiioos subsistence for hi* 
fleckt in such psria of the wilderness si they may have miiied in their migra- 
tion. Failing to God auch privileged tiacla, his flochi muat perish. The locDits 
uaoally begin their march aFtci luniiie, and encamp at (onaet ; snd unhappy the 
husbandman on whoie fielda they quarter themielvei. If their halting-place 
happens to be in the neighboarbood of a fatm-houae, tha innabitaata frequently 
cndeaToui to'dealioy tbem by driving flDcka of ifaeepand cattle to the spot before 
the aun riiei, in order to trample them to death ; but nnleis the numhet be com- 
paratively inconaideiible, little benefit ia derived from auch eSjrli.' 

" The flight and awarms of locusts are usually followed by immenie flocka of 
birds, which anbaiat entirely on those insects and Iheii larvte, snd which Ciplain 
Stockenslrom lays somewhat resemble the Cape mountain- swallow. I did not , 
aee any of those birds myaelf, but Mr. Baiiow haa deaciibed them aa a speciee 
of thioth, about the iise of a GOmmDn skylark. This bird ia called by the 
eolouisla locust-bird; it ia never seen in the colony except in pursuit of the 
locuit awirms, which it follows in countleaa fiocks, and builds its neat and reais 
ita yonng in tbe midst of ita prey. ' Not only the locutt-bitda,' aiya Captain 
Stockenslrom, ' bat every animal, domestic and wild, contribaiea to tha de- 
atruclion of the loouat awarma ; fonla, sheep, horses, dogs, aatelopea, and almost 
every living thing, may he seen devouring them with equal greediaeaa ; while 
the bslf.atarved bushmen, and even some of the colonial Botlentots, consider 
thezi a great luxury, consuming greal qaantitiea fresh, and drying abundtnce 
for fnture emergencies. Great havoc is also committed omong the locuits by 
their own kindred i for as soon as any one of them gels hurl, or meets with an 
accident which impedes his progress, his fellow travellers neaieat to bim imme- 
dia'.ely tarn upeu him a id devout him with gceit Tjraoily.'"

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LONDON FASHIONS FOR THE MONTH. 

We are nov faiilf eatered iota the dent amom, a tiine tlii^ if it does 
not afford much norelty, gives oa perltqw a gre&ter vuiety ofaoMune 
tlian any other port of the year. Bonnets are atill for the mort part 
those of auminer, but irith this difference — that some of the very lightest 
kind disappear daily ; thus those of openwofked fancy ttiaw are now 
scarcely ever seen. Rice straw is not yet laid asde, bat gecenlly speak- 
ing the majority of these bonnets are trimmed in an autumnal style. Wb 
have. recently seen eome decorated with shaded orange ribbons, the 
■hades varying from the deepest to the palest shade of orange; the riln 
bon was arranged in a twisted rouleau roand the bottom of the crown, 
and a eio» with floating ends on one side, and a toft of autunuul flowers 
in very striking colours waa placed on the other. The contrart betweea 
the anowy whiteness of the honnet and the full hues of tiie ribbons, i^ 
in our opinion, rather showy than elegant; but it Is fashionable, and in 
that magicword everytUng demrable is comprised. We must not forget 
to say that the interior of the front is trimmed at the sides with orange 
t¥lk, arranged in a very light style. Another kind of garpiture is com- 
posed of violet velvet arranged in full clusters of coquet on each side, and 
small roses of a deep shade of red in the interior of the brim. 

Bonnets of Italian straw are in a good many instances trimmed with 
vdvet, and still more with feathers and ribbons shaded in fnll colours- 
Silk bonnets — we mean those of pmlt de toit — have increased in favour, 
particularly those of a fiill shade of pink, trimmed with black lace, and 
those of drab either drawn or bomlloit£e .- the latter, trimmed wth ribbon 
to correspond— to which in some instances flowers are added — wiB, we 
are sure, reUun their vogue for promenade quite as long as the weather 

Lace and muslin mantiles, scarfs, and *hairi>, are nearly if not quite 
laid aside ; it is true that black lace scarfs lined with silk, and even 
black lace shawls of a very large size, are still occasionally, but very 
rarely, seen in carriage dress, but never in the promenade. Barege shawls 
cimtinue to be fashionable; and cashmere scarfs, which — esceptinihe 
very hottest weather — were always adopted, are now very eztensivelj 
seen. Black moire manleleit of a very large Uie, so b^hionable durinff 
the spring, have entirely reaumed Ihdr vogue ; but we have no ilterju 
tions to notice either in theirferm or trimming, the latter being composed 
of either pssimwetene or black lace: talking of poMMieiiferw, we really 
think the inventions of the manubcturers of this kind of garniture are

ineiliauatible. They have already produced aereral new pattenu. And 
we bare reaaoD to balkve that these trimmings will be joit aa faahicmtfale 
ioirag the enaoing autumn and winter as they were laat year, indeed m 
may gay during several years past. 

Some Viaila of a novel kind have appeared in carriage dress. We 
may cite aa the moat remarkable so'me of tea green poult de leie, half 
vadded and lined with pink sarseaet. They are made a little larger thut 
dwae adopted in the Bprii^ have Bleeves of a half leagtb, and with a. 
iceend b-oiit, which, buttrauug to the throat, allows the fronts of the 
Yiiitt to descend somewhat in the heart form. The trimming is composad 
of svansdown ; it encirdea the VisiU and the sleeves ; the a«det front ' 
fastens in the centre with small fancy silk buttons. We have reason to 
believe that awanadown will be a good deal employed for trinimingB 
during the aotumn. Some yeara ago it wai very fashionsUe, end always 
preceded the introduction of the different kinds of furs used in winter, 
it was alto an early spring fur, a seasim for which its great beauty and 
delicacy makes it pecuniary appropriate. 

Promenade robes are now almost invariably composod of silks ; tlie 
pelisse form still continues its vogue, but as yet we do not find uty ac- 
tual novelty in the nuke of dresses. A new material composed of ailk 
and wool, somewhat resembling poplin, bat of a slighter kind, has jiut 
appeared. We have seen it in pomona green, deep hlne, and a rich 
golden shade of brown. These dresses are always made in the robe fbisi ; 
the airtages, quite high and close, hare the front trimmed with ^^Z/ dis- 
posed en V, firom tbe point of the shoulder to ite waist ; the ^U hat 
*a open-worked Waidiug of a new kind, and each point of the V is onw. 
menled with a fancy ailk button. Long tight aleevea, with cleft nMKhtraa*, 
rather de^, and edged with ^giM. Some robes have the skirts made witlt. 
ont tiimming, others are decorated with festooned flounces. 

tbAn lie ckanAre have now eutuely displaced pagnoirt, but liiey are 
net, like tbe latter, worn after the early part of the day. A good many 
are composed of taousselime de laine printed in large ehowy patterns, 
mostly of the Turkish kind; they are lined with sarsenet, fijenerally of 
one of the colours of the robe ; tbe under-dress is always of muslin. 

There is as yet little change in the mUerials for erening or dinner 
robesj they sve still of alight kindj but silks, that it to my poulttdtteie, 
and taffetas, are more seen than muslins and tarlalanes, -although the 
latin, [Particularly India muslin, is still in very great vogue, end we have 
reaaoi to believe will continue to be to for (onie time. We may cito 
among the muaiin robes most in request, those embroidered oh erociti, 
and lined with pink or blue taffeta. They are generally made half-high) 
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■ome with long ileevea *ght at the top, but demi-]ar([e, and drawn full 
Rt the bottom ; others have the sleeves demi-loag, finished with bee i b 
JIfanifenon. In the latter cue the front of the eonagt and skirt is fte- 
qnentlj deeortted with lace disposed h Feckelle. Several taffeta robes 
are plaided in very large pattams, either blue and white, or cherry and 
white; the coTM^, rather mora than half-high at the back, is drawn 
fnU in front on the shoulder, and crossing at the waist leaves the top open 
on a richly embroidered ehemiiette. Short sleeves over long ones of the 
clearest muslin arranged in boiaUoimA by very broad embroidered enire 
deux. Summer colours still predominate in evening dress and for bon- 
nets, but Pomona green and dark gbades of grey are beginning to appear 
in the promenade. 

PARIS FASHIONS FOR THE MONTH. 

Our foir Parisians, whether at the spaa or their country seats, are be- 
ginning to occupy themselves with their autumnal toilette; little, how- 
ever, ia yet known on the subject, for no decided change has yet taken 
place. The balls at the Chateaux and watering places are more numerous 
and brilliant than ever, and it is only from the orders which have been 
despatched to Paris that we are enabled to ascertun what changes wilt 
take place during the autumn in out-door dress. 

First, then, there is not a shadow of doubt that the Cashmere will 
enjoy the honoura of the season. These beautiful shawls, of the very 
largest size, and with new patterns in brilliant colours, will, we have rea- 
son to believe, nearly.if not quite, supersede every other jiordeMus during 
the beginning of the season. Those with deep blue or orange grounds, 
with patterns of the Turkish kind, or in rosaces, will be most in reqneat 
for the first style of public promenade dress and morning exhibitions ; 
black grounds, with rich patterns, are likely to be more adopted for f(e- 
neral wear. Bat while the weather continues warm and fine, the China 
crape shawls, of which we have formerly spoken, and Ca^mere scarb, 
win deridedly predominate, but their vogue will not, in all probability, 
extend beyond the beginning of November, while that of the Cashmere 
will increase every day. 

Crape dtapeaux and those of paUle de rig still retain their rogue, bat 
the former are seldom seen except in carriage dress. The latter are 
Still ertensively adopted for the public promenade, but those trimmed 
irith lace or Mle are less seen than usual, feathers, shaded in full colonrs 
or autumnal fiowers, being snbstitnted. We have reason to believe that 
satin ehapeanst will be a good deal seen before the end of October. Socoe 
rose and gold coloured ones have already appeared ; the trimming of the 
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first is composed of black lace, intermized with rosea of tbree different 
shades of red, and rose coloared satin ribbons figured in black ; the others 
are decorated with ribbon to correspond with the chapeau, and feathers of 
tbe same hue, but tipped with flame colour. 

B»zeg6 robes are atill teen in the promenades, but those of silk greatly 
predominate. The retUngole form is preferred. Close and open eortofft* 
seem in eqasl request ; the latter, indeed, have Uteljr been most predomi- 
nant, and this is, we believe, occasioned by the extreme beauty of the 
eheminttts worn with these dresses ; the embroidery, indeed, is so ex- 
quisite BS to be, in seme instances, more expensive than lace. No change 
has taken place in the trimmings of robes, b&t we observe that ruekta 
predominate for redingola, and that for dresses made in the robe form 
the number of those without trimming at the bottom increases daily.. 
We have beard that it is positively intended to diminish the width of 
skirts in the ensning season, but this has been so often said within the 
iast four seasons, that we shall never announce it as a fact till we have 
actually seen the change take place. Indeed, even then, we could hardly 
be sure that the change would continue, for we recollect, nine years ago, 
■ one of our most celebrated eautanfres did actually commence the reduc 
tion of skirts to a moderate width, but she was spsedily obliged to 
abandon the experiment, and since then they have continued to increase 
so enormously as to be very unbecoming, even in tall women, while those 
of an under size, particularly if they an inclined to be stout, have really 
the appearance of Dutch dolls. 

Eveninii; and ball dreas displays at this moment a great degree of taste 
in a simply elegant style. We speak, of course, of the toilettes adopted 
at the spas or the country seats of our fltgantA, for it is to them we must 
look — Paris being now entirely deserted. India muslin, taffeta, and jiouU 
de loie are the materials for the evening robes. Those of muslin having 
the coT$age half high, drawn full at the bottom of the waist, and forming 
a little the V at the top. The sleeves reach nearly, hut not quite, to the 
elbow ; they are easy but not wide ; those of the under dress, which is 
always of white or coloured taffeta, are tight. Some of these robes have 
the skirts trimmed with two or three embroidered muslin flounces, and 
the sleeves and corsage with lace. Others have the corsage, sleeves, and 
border of the skirt, embroidered in the finest coloured worsted, generally 
in one colour only — green, rose, or blue. 

If the robe is povlt de soie, or taffeta, the corsage is ^ fa vierge, with 
short light sleeves. The skirt is trimmed with several narrow scalloped 
flounces, if the material is striped or plaided ; but, if it is a shot or plain 
sitk, the garniture is composed of four or Ave rows of <^£ to correspond. 
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This trimauag ia broad, tod tbe open heading u rery betmtifiiL If the 
dnta ia flounced, there is ■ lace iertit, and a fall of lace to the dcMea. 
If tHmmed with ^Ui, the eleeTH are iHoally decorated in the mmcftenM 
etyle with the same, iuid a row of narrow lace Bt»ida np mnnd the buat. 

TaSela and tailatane are the moteriali for ball rohcs ; the former are 
alwa.yn of very light colours, aa pale pink, aaure bloc, or a very li^ 
fdMtde of green. Tbe esrvapef are very low, and the eleeves extrenidy 
•kort M Ibcre is only a single ekirt it is generally tnnuned very high 
with rucist i they may either be of crape, or of tbe malenal of the diMs. 
If then are two skirts, they are ninally trimmed with kce flonncea. In 
tba first case the btrtke and akevea arc inmmed with ndtt, in tha other 
with laee. 

IhrlMane robes osu^ly have eartoff A la greeqm, and the ihMt slem 
hooped high in the Grecian etyle. They are always made with two ar 
three Auta, We have aeen some of the forner, with tbe second sbitt - 
bordered with- a nanow wreath of flowsra or foliage ; others of three 
^rta, each Ceatooocd in laige (ound Jtntt, with pink or blue silk- A 
third alyle, and, in oor opinien, a very pietty and rather novel gamilurc, 
it eompeaed of a cockle sheU wreath of gania ribbon ; it ia of the nuMt 
tranapMttt land, and in beautifal crioars. 

StnaUlaceeapSrOr demi-coifforas compoaed of a lace lappet uid flowers 
are the head-dreases in evemng enatome. Those for bolla are either 
flowtraorribbona; generally speakiag Ibcy coRMpondiD tome degree 
with the trimming of tiie dress.

The rotebnd, a ajmbcl of hia Qala'i yonth and pnrilj, 
waa tbe emblem on bia shield and banner. Thia aymbol «u U* protection. 
OSra, when OTeqwwering nnmbcia t^rened tka Chililiaii ioitt, Fredetlok'a 
wiT-ory, '• Gcla I* the leaene V ahoek toiot into Ae h«>rtt of the Sanceni 
and tuned the aeale of rictory. 

At langth, whsn Ae imperial nmy wunnipdlidr by tnMhnyudtlian- 
lanea tbay aoMainad in tha boning daarta of looiUNnt tn retnat to Conatant^ 
n^le,:?redatiiik there i«cei*ad.aeBisamfDltidinp«( Ua fadtar'a dsatli, whieh- 
lendend it ■aceiaaiy for kim ta ratam hinna. 

No toonerhlid Ua anbjaab tagdai«d Aeir allagianoe, Am hh lo*e, whMi bad 
augmentid hf lepantiin, iafalW' bint to tha aaalla wkan bia Oela dwelt 
Itnpatieu ef Maj, aad aatteitBliag Om h^pisMa af their union, IMariok haa. 
teDedtatltaKiniig] but «riutl WM faU dltq^alatmnt and aganr KlMn be bnrd' 
bythewBjdiatarialiadtakaBtlMMil, He Nad*«d Uit oanSnnatien «f thli 
*al«aiHling lotaHCganoa beta Brwfa, wlu pna*Me4 Un wilk a latter ud ad 
aaabMidaiedaaar^ which bia dai«hlM had aoafidM ta Hi mu« fer Ae jwag 
Duke on the very day aba entend the canTsat.

Iha uaif, tha dear pledge of bU Gela'i afloclion, accom- 
panied him ia all hia expe^liaiu, and ia tha hour of peril waa wound around bis 
cMqae. Yielding, it length, to the antraatiei of hii familj, and the rapraienla- 
iIoD of fail coonioUtn, he manicd AdallMid, dan^tat of the Hargnre Theobald 
of Vohbnig, in the year 1149; jtt lore waa a atnngei to their union j and when 
the imperial etown ww placed on the head of the heroic Frederick, he imme- 
dialelj tepi^ted fnHD Adolh^i whom, hawerer, ha treated with all the reapect 
and coDrtei; dne to her rank. 

Ell love for Oela remained onehanged. At the place where hn fathcr'i 
caalle had itood he bmlt a nugnificaot palace, which wu hit faTourlte place of 
rend«ice ; and oo the epot where he ao nnexpcctedlj met her in the woods tie 
foDDded a noble city, one of the fiuHt Dtonamenti of the age, to which he gave 
tbe name of Gelahaiuen. The laat relic of the beime tace of Hohenitaofen has

LONDON FASHIONS FOR THE MONTH. 
All the Ught attd tasteful attire of Bummer iiM now given place to tbe 
lich materiala with which in the laat days of autumn we see the winter 
fashions ushered in. But before we apeak of materials, let us see what 

we have to aay of fonn. We refer for those of bonnets to our platea, 
but we must observe it is generally understood that the chauRea which 
may be made daring tbe season, will be giadoal and slight. In fact, we 
have with respect to forms during several years past been diverging more 
and more from the cnstom formerly so prevalent of sadden and violent 
changes ; and we must say that as ref^arda bonnets, the shapes are at 
present co exceedingly becoming, that we think it hardly possible to 

change for the better. 

The new materials, or rather we ahould say the winter materials, and 

new trimmings, give to these head-dresses an appearance equally novel 

and atriking. We may cite, among the most remarkable, several satin 
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one*, trimmed in ntioua wajfa vUh relret. Some of tboK for mornmg 
dresa are composed of drab-coloured eatiii; Ibey are drawn tbapei, tho 
caiinga clow, and pot two and two together; a rouleaa of velvet and 
utin, twisted together, encircles tha bottom of the crown, on etkch side of 
which is a cicni, compowd of an iotermixtore a! eatin and velvet, arranged 
in a very ikovel waj. Some others, intended to be worn later in the day, 
have the satin laid on in full qoiUs, and divided into compartmentB by 
bands of velvet ; a wreath of velvet Sowers and foliage endrcles the bot- 
tom of the crown, and velvet eogms and brida decorate the interior of 
the brim. In other instances the bonnet is composed wholly of satin, 
the trimming is a mixture of satin ribbon striped with velvet and black 
lace. The colonrs of the satin and velvet are frequently strongly con- 
trasted, as pink satin and black velvet, lilac and green, dark blue and 
groteilie, bnt the prettiest cootiaats, in oui opinion, are composed of a 
very dark and a very light shade of the same colour; 

Some of the nsoat elegant bonnets for carrioge-dren and the {lubUc 
promenade, are compowd of vebmr* ^pmgU, and trimmed with velvet and 
velvet flowers. Several had the edge of the brim trimmed with folds of 
velvet, there are three pnt pretty close together ; the bottom of the crowa 
b decorated in the same style, and a tnft of velvet flovrers partly drooi^ 
ing on the brim, is placed on each side. The velvet and the eelours 
^ngU correspond in colour, but the flowers are in varied and brilliant 
hues. Where the bonnet is entirely composed of velvet, the trimming 
is generally feathers, with somelimeB a drapery or valette ai black lace. 
We hare noticed several new feathers ; some of the willow Idndare dotted 
in such a way as to have the appearance of being dotted over with lady- 
birds ; others are party colonrtd, and sevtral of the willow Idnd are 
shaded in a perfectly novel manner. 

Cashmere shawls are still, as we foretold they would be, the pardeanu 
most in vogue j but a number of mantles and other jjardewiw of dilSferent 
forms, are either appearing, or in preparation for the ensuing season. 
One of the most remarkable of these is the cAofc maiitekt, which may bo 
composed of either velvet or gatm i it is of a large Mze, wadded, Ened 
with silk or satin, and generally of a dark colour, but rarely black ; it Ib 
made with a small pelerine collar, and invisible sleeves, so called becansa 
ihey are concealed by the folds of the manteUt, which doses down the 
front ; the scarf ends are long and wide, and the pelerine part, as tho 
back is called, is rounded and extremely deep. Some satin ones aro 
trimmed with nairow velvet bands, arranged in two rows of lozenges. 
PanenMterie and black lace are, however, more in request, and a good 
■»ny in canine dcesa are trimmed with twansdown.

The roign of this beautiful for will, however, bo ehort, except fi>r 
erening wraps, for which we havB reason to believe h will rtill be con- 
tinned. The regular winter fnre, aoUe.-erBWe, chinctulla, and a great 
ruietf of aecond-rate ftirs, will be pretty generally aeea in the conrse of 
tlifl moiUli. We may aasect with coofidence, that sable has lost nolhing 
of its price, or its pretemions, for it u itill the tugninK fnr ; ennine, 
though so beautiful, and enpbyed even by toyalty, being much leas exr- 
penaiTo; it is, indeed, confined almott esdurively to carriage dress, or 
for evening, but sable may bo worn at any time. The second-rate fun 
aro principally of the mock table kind, with the exception, however, of 
squirrel, whieh is worn only by children or very young pet^le. There is 
some talk of bringing boas again into vogue, but we do not think it at 
aU liktly that they wiH be revived. Mantelets of a large sia^ and made 
iritli armholeB will take the place of fur cardinals, but the extnvagant 
price of sable will render those of real aable very mnch beyond the reach, 
of very moderate fortunes, and those of mock sable axe not likdy to ba 
adopted by elegant women, so that the mmtaliU ieharpa with long scarf- 
taida, and the pretty Victorinea with short ones, are more likely to be 
numerous. lAoSa will no donbt be fashionahle, bat we cannot yet avy 
whether any alteration will take place in thur size. 

The material* for promenade and half-dreaa robes are ailks, caahnures, 
and poplins. We need hardly say that tha latter are Irish, at least no 
others will be accounted highly fashionable, and certainly thejr are by far 
the moat beautiful that are niada. Silks are now of full colours. Wa 
refer for the forms of robes to our prints, but we must observe that for 
the promenade, pelisse robes will certainly bo more generally adopted 
than round ones. With the exception, however, of those of caahmere. 
which it is expected mUbe made round, the eorta^w of all wUl generally 
be high ; and the trimming, if any, eompooed of flounces of the mat^ 
rial of the dress, or else rich fringe disposed in the style of flounces. 

Silks and satins wiH take place of light materiab for evemng robes, 
with the exception of India muslin, which ia expected to keep its place for 
a good wliilB to oome. It is more strongly rumoured this month than 
hut, that the skirts of robes will be considerably reduced in width in tha 
course of the winter. There is also a good deal said about the revival of 
InkiB ; hnl we give tiieta as rumoats merely, for we have no certainty on 
Ao subject In other respects the alterations will b* very trifling, ezc^ 
as regards trimmings, and that is a pnnt not yet settled. Fashionable 
GOloura are purple, orange, lavraider and other shades of grey, inb, juHat, 
and full shades a£ red and green. 
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'' Hie beaa moade hajt not yet retorned to Fans ; but the fair portion 
of it are bj no means nnmindfiil of tbeir toikttet, while they are BtUl in 
what may be called the half Beaaon ; they are engaged in prepaiBtions to 
open the trioter campaif^n with spirit. We miut, however, notice some 
few autumnal noveltiefl, which from their extreme novelty and prettinesB 
will probably be continued through November, at least. We may cite 
among these some capotes of grot de Nqolei, ornamented with pinks, 
dahlias, and other flowers remarkable for their beauty and the briltiancy 
of their colours ; they are not, however, artlGcial, but merely composed 
of pnu dt Naplet or satin pinlied hke a cAieor^, but to well and tastefully 
arranged, that they really rival those made by the artificial florists. We 
may cite also as an autumnal fashion which will certainly be continued 
daring the early part of the winter, Italian straw cAopmuc trimmed with 
velvet We have seen a few lined with gmteUk at violet coloured velvet ; 
the lining taming up over the brim, and edging it with a row of sharp 
points; a (mall ^tacion similarly ornamented, adorned the crown, and 
waa attached on each side by a small but very prettily formed velvet knot. 

We may cite among the winter capotes those of black satin ; some 
with drawn shapes, ornamented with a mixture of black lace and scarlet 
geraniums ; others of rose-coloured satin trimmed irith very rich ribbons ; 
a dead ground of a deeper colour than the capote, figored in black satb, 
and a bouquet of three plumet etagia, shaded in the two colours. 

The ehapema most worthy of remark are principally of vdvel. 
Some black ones are trimmed with the same material intermingled w^ 
roses of three diflferent colours, citron, roBe>coIonr, and luby. Others 
also black, have the garniture composed of a miztnie of lilac satin, black 
velvet and black lace ; several are composed of ruby or deep blue velvet, 
and trimmed with feathers, either those of the willow kind or some of 
the new fancy feathers in imitation of herons plumes ; or tufts of feathers 
called aigretfm de eoq. Satin is not much employed for chapeaax. We 
have, however, seen a few both blue and citron decorated mth Italian 
fiischisa, and black lace vMetttt, 

Th.e pardettw most remarkable, both for novelty and elegance, are 
those given in our plates. We find that there is more variety both in 
forms and dimensions than had been anticipated. Those for plain prome- 
nade dress are of a large nze, dther astin or cashmere, of quiet coloitrs; 
the trimmings will he pastementerie of corresponding hues. Several new 
modiScations of the VUile and the jwlonoue are prepared for public pro- 
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menade andcariiage dreas. Theaepimfeftuj are principally compoted of 
velvet ; the garniture are composed of new kinds of pantmenierie. 

SilkB will certainly be the naterialg most in reqneit for pronMntdo 
robes in tbe beKinning of the season ; merinos, honever, are creeping ia, 
and fancf materials of a fine woollen kind are expected to be very 
fashionable. We are not, however, quite certaio in stating them to bo of 
wool merely, for they are staioed, figured, or plaided in satin. No de- 
cided alteration is expected to tdce place in tbe forms of promenade 
robes ; those made in the rtditu/ole style will be generally preferred. 

We may cite among the robes recently prepared for dinner dress, some 
of the robe-jieignoir form, composed of green frot iPAiiie* ; the oraaga 
balf-high, made & la mtmcAeron, with triple ruffles of black lace. The 
skirt is decorated with a single flonnce of black lace, so very deep that 
it almost forms a double skirt. Others composed oi poptUne icoiiaite, 
pekin royal, and different kinds of shot silks, have a corsage gvimpe made 
tight, and in bias; the trimming of the front of the skiit is arranged en 
tablier with biiuM and ribbons to correspond; the same kind of trim- 
ming is repeated in smaller dimeneioas on the eoriage and tbe short 
tight sleeves. 

Evening robea are still composed of light materials, taffetas, both white 
and flowered, organdy, and torlataue. There is no doubt that satin robea 
will appear in the course of November, but they are not expected to be 
very general. The coraageg are low, qnite aa much so as they have been j 
the round cartages are now replaced by very deep points, which there is 
so doubt will be universally adopted during the winter ; the sleeves are 
all short. The trimmings, either flounces or ioutUomeJii lace will be 
much in vogue for tbe former, indeed both black and white lace will this 
season be quite aa extensively employed as it was last year in every de- 
partment of the toilette for which they can be used. 

We may cite among the moat elegant coiffures prepared for dinner 
dreas, a lappet doubled on the bair attached by a rose ; the ends &11 in 
aneqnal lengths on the right and left. Caps of ^opScatioa fAugleterre 
ornamented with geraniums of different tints. Speaking of caps, we 
mutt observe that they are still aa small as ever; besides those above 
mentioned, ihere are several composed of blonde lace and trimmed with 
velvet coquet of brilliant coloors, such as ruby, groseHle, and that very 
bright green called Vert lamiiri. We must, not forget those very becom- 
ing- little caps composed of black blonde lace ; the lace is laid in rows one 
above another, the garniture ia composed of a tuft of small tosebnds 
placed on each side, and floating brides of pink taffeta. 

The hair wiil be principally amamsuted with flowers in evening dress; 
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wmAt iriU retain (tUthurTQgae; Bone are ulreadr prepBiad of a vety 
novel kind, titey ars Ibniied of flawcra and foliage of the same colour j 
^nkt blue, and oongB an tlifihaes; they seem strewed with dew-drop8; 
die effect by candlelight is very fariUiant. Fashionable colours are 
gmeiHe, orimum, Ushop's violet, aolet de beta ; several shades of faon- 
Mkmr, of grcfi green, and yellow. Pink, Ught blue, and other light 
eaioan are itiU retained in evening dress.

Il ia ^tnaled at the dlBtance of tixijit a leagaa 
from the Bmall toim of Nozaf , and is within Eight of a solitaij viadmill, on 
tbe hill beyond that placs, called the Monlln & rent de Bohalard.

" Soma one weks milk," ba tboagfat atfint,as hia ejeieited on the figure j 
and be waa abput to twd into his bMso la SM whetber l/a bad any to spare ; 
bat there was something in tbe form of the spproaohing viBitoi — sometbine in 
the step and in the air, that made htm panae, and watch her coming mor« 
closely, while a stiong expression of anxiety gradually appeared in his strain- 
ing eye. ... - , ■ 

She came on rapidly, as if lu haste, siid yet with a wiTcring and uncertain

When, in Ihe beginning of tha j-ear 1416, he ealablishsiJ 
himeelf in the aliDp irblch he occupied till bii deslh, people flocVed &om all 
parts uf Paris to admire his aigo, a paintiDg fresh from his ova hands.

of Madame Isabel. 

Master Thibsnlt was fond of his art; this was proved bj the perfection he 
had atlained to ; he applied to it with love, with devotion/ and here the expiee- 
sinnisnat misplaced; for bistaslcwu reallj* work of piety, Eeosedire-

What father ever despairs of bis ebildj 
Jie consoled himself byrefleoCng that Elias -was stUl very joang, only twentf, 
and that he should live to see him a staid orderly youth, and above all a akilftd 
illuminator. Bat, alas 1 this, Ilka many ntben, was but a daeeiifnl hope, fbr, 
while he was indulging these dolightfnl anUcipatlons, old M«sler Oimlniin died.

At a vOlafs not abora rigbtsec milei from Benuca, where we halted for tbe 
dar, we were TUitid bf a giunt, ^m-lookiog Hindoo, of some celebrity in tfas 
neighbouiliood, which ha had acquired, ai well aa the admiration of bis caste, 
b; hii capacity cif deTosring ft sheep at a lingle meal- He w«a n tall, bon;

might be expected to be. He offered, for a few rnpees, to devour ait entire 
sheep, if we would pay for the animal as well u for the different accessories of 
the meaL There was sometfainglo extroordlnarjln the proposal, that we readily 
acqaiesced.

The jew«ller, a>iroba»» 
intimated, irae of reapectabla family, hia fatbar hanng been a merohuit of rapaM. 
■It waa at tlio bsnte of a m>tul aequnntaaoe — nt atber ttian the proptiHor, or 
eonaignee, of the loat necklace—that the loveri flrtt met ; tbe fatbtr, therafol^ 
iaA D« plea of raproacb «gainM tbe dangler, from tke wa; in irhioh thay b«> 
wme acqaainled. So he ihonght fit (on leTieoing all tha clieumataaoii, tiwn 
Mpeoally that tba tine *anld arrin whan bia oonaent or denial ironid not b* 
ngaidad 01 reqnind, aod the tnnun'a incteaaing inoama tandend applioatioa ta 
bia puna unneceieuj) to yield «t diicntioD, and the addiauet of StannMl 
wen permltiad. 

Tbeflcat hint of a gtoim in that qoactar oconired in the evening, wben Clkartai 
Biinmoiiiog oonr^e, rantured a TJrit to the haaae of bia CTpaotad IUbai-in-1air> 
He ma inCpttned at tha door, tint both Mr. and Miaa Bonaon ware "not at 
Jiome," which, from cirennutaneaa, he diabeliered, and conatmed into a daniaL 
Hia itrong hnpea had Iwen erei built on the depth of Clara'a affection ; on that 
lock he now relied, and laMWed tc aaek an Intaniew — and) if neceaaar}', ezpia-

Charlea eoald not d«Dy having bald oonienfttion with a piofaaaed gambler, 
in a dilicpatable looalily — thongb in Tain niging aa an Mcaae, that he hid 
bean led there for the ficat and only time, banng been often jeeie>d at foi 
bii igDDianee of life, eien bjr jonag men of high itinding and obaiaetei in 
aociet;. 

Hia excnia might b« cartainlj tut — aa Mi. Bcnaon admitled-^et appearance 
with inch compaay atood in very diaagreeable appoaitioD with tba mfaterioDS 
diiappearance of the diamoiidi I He was alao forced to oonfeai inaolreDcy, 
if the jewele were not fortbconlingi and wbetber tccOTered or not, hia bati- 
ueai in Bond-itreet— as any one bat alightly acquainted with the peculiarities of 
.a Weal-End connectioii mast ba awara of<— was totally ruiaed. Had he eveo 
■tanch friends, he would be nnable to bear Dp againat the influence of the deepiy 
inaolled lidiet, whole wide aiittooiatie oirole would taaka eommon came 
with them. 

Against these argumenta and inaiDoatloni, Cbailes bad-notluog to oppoae — >o 
far a* Ibey militated igainat bis oaion with CUt«.

Harlng had lOTeral narrow eacapes In caaci of hoatritreakfaig with dUbid, 
and ths man with whom I bad met him OBmyaniTalinLondan, awl ^howaa 
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Mlebrated for Mb «1riU and fineua u s eruktmu, I beotna baiM of pnniiiiv 
long that dBDgeroas arocatLon. Beiidea, natwithstuiding all my caution, I lutd 
alTsadj bSDome noticed b; the ihle(-ta]ier«, and moTB than KDipected, aodwitli 
ClifTord atlaclied mjBelf to so extondTe gang of Birindlen tfaat oanied on a 
wholesale system of plunder upon the uawaty. In this netarioui pnnnit, mx 
address and knowledge of the irorld, and dezteroua di^ujMii enabled me to ezcal, 
and I soon found mf aelf at Che head of the gangi Cliffaid anting bat a.suUirdi-; 
Date pa^ Oui great diffionltj couateled in eUeiiiig cleac of tbe eriniioal. Imp 
or at least taking care to leave no evidenoe for our conviotian. For mao^ 
month* I tlnu-exlitad witb otben in a Mala of abeoluCa tplendonc, ontil tlu 
treachery of on inferiOT accomplice Inined evidence against us In a Inuid, and 
Clifford, myself, and two olhen were suddenly seized and camnilted to prison on 
the charge of obtiuning goods nnder faUe preteooefi. 

On OUT trial, by tbe aid of lama money and properly that remained in our

ing mjielf hj robbing xaj uDcla'* boaie. Altfaoogh lamewhat itanled at tbe 
thought in the fint laetance, the idea aooa became bat too famlliu', unUl I 
iAolT«d at lael, tn coqjancHon with Clifford, and the msiD whom I had formerly 
met In hli compaoj, to perpatrate the crime. 

Aeqoaiated «i I was with erery pataage and cloiet in the faaniion, and 
knowing where the ptato aud jewel* were kept, T had little or no doubt bat tbac 
bj means of skeleton keys, we shonld be easily enabled (o possesi oarielTea of 
the proper^, and wilh little feai of detection.

1 approached tbe old mandon, wUeli wa> paitially wrapt in the ahade of eome 
lofty elms, and gued upon ili venerable i^onl, the tboagbta of other ilayi, ei« 
guilt had ^oit* aewed my heart, ilole one by one upon my nflectiona. When 
lait I had trod that icene I was, comparatiTsly ipealdng, innocent and happy, 
and bnt little dreamt of tbe deep and deadly guilt into wblob my paaaioni were . 
about to engulf me. I bad loved poor Mary, at firtt, in Innoceneo— at leatt, in 
nnpremeditated guilt.

natcly urirad jut in lima to mcae tbs jooDg ladj bom diahoDoar. Th« 
aooouat wax an to My tlukt when I found mjielT duapp<nnted in jbj diiibolical 
iot«iltioD I had tamed mj rage on the broCher, npon whom I had comoiitted k 
drudfal auaalt, and ihoold no dOBbt hare killed him had it not been for the 
inlerfemice of the people of the inn; and thu when, on the foUowing daj, the 
brother demanded that tadifsedon which one gentleman owe* to anolhtv, I bad 
■laoh away, aod gone to reude in the countij until the affui bad Mown oier. 

Being anxloui to learn the tmth uf tnj molher't iUoeo, and to diiabnee her 
mind ■■ to the eiicnmitanoet, I wrote to my eldeat liater, (ad explained the 
affair ai it really had h^tpened.

Having been oat one day ehooting, I had juM got is far on mj Tatant as (he 
liBin DMT which I bad ihot the fos, when, toiniDg a tbaip comer, I came 
•nddenly npon a couple of nbhita, who weie sojoyiog the Mnalth of the. bob 
bj the aide of the bam. Wjlhimt the leait heiltuini, n>f pm wa* at my 
■honlder, and dlaohaiigad at the lery moment that one of my oncle'a ^mneelio^ 
a yoQDg woman who bad the care of the dairy depattment, came ont from a 
doorway in the bain not thne yards frsm me, and whose body cesoiTed the 
eotin) contents of my fowling pieoe.

" Shoot a fox I" BKalaimed Ibe otbar, horror'Struoli, and then tumfaig to Ae 
.cierk «oDiJDHed, — ■■OnbWna, make out his comaiitmeiit. I beliere the mui 
who wDQld shoot a fox mnld commit any lolme 1 " and. I vae alonaa conveyed 
to the county gaol ! 

My ancle, being Ua friend's boose some mitee away, did not hear of it imtil 
next day, when ha haetened home, and endeaToured to prooure luy liberation on 
beilt bat tbe <aina »Bc QKinght of loo deqia^e tope^itof Ifaia, and I li^ 
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In gaol for fonr mouths befure my trial came oa. Daring tbe Ume I la; heie 
my motlier died, and I bava tbe consoladoa of beliering tbat I was m^nly in- 
itcnmenlal in caDsing bar deatb.

LONDON FASHIONS FOR THE MONTH. 

Thk llglit and toBteful matenala of the demi taison aie sow entirely laid 
aside; tiny are replaced by the rich and comfoitable ones of winter, 
Cloakt seem to mpersede all other pardentu, and thoss composed of 
TelTet are deddedly preferred for the public promenade or cBrria^ce dress^ 
We see also some of very fine woollen materialB plaided in large pattern^ 
znd striking colours. There a fevr of a three-quarter length the form is 
betweena mantle and a Vlnfe. Others are composedofthreefallsoftlia 
pelerine Und ; tbeaealso are a three-quarter length, esceeaivelj wide at 
flie bottom, but gradually diminiahing at they aaeend, bo as to ail eauly 
ind becomingly round the neck and ahoulders. They are lined ndtK 
mnenet of one of the ccdours of the cloak. Some velvet mantles, either 
violet, pnce-colonr, or emerald green, are lined with white aatin; they aro 
nther leas than a three-quarter length ; are farmed to the shape hy aeams 
on the shoulderaj a small pelerine of the same form, cut in a poin 
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belundi hollowed a little on the ihoolder, and descending in a maU point 
in froat, has a. navel effectj it ia trimmed, as is also the round of tlie 
mauUe, irith a stamped velvet boidef, ei%ed with ytrj broad fringe. 

Velvet and aatin are the materials for carriage bonnetB ; but we obserre 
that the latter ia principally employed for those of the drawn kind. Some 
that hare lately appeared are composed of ruby or emerald green satin ; 
each runner is ornamented with a bouilhm of black tvBe encircling a 
aatin roolean ; a willow plume, ihaded in black and the colour of the 
bonnet, is placed on one side, and an ornament composed of coquet of 
ribbon of a very novel form on the other. The iaterior ia trimmed at 
the udea with very amall tufts composed of an intermixture of saUn and 
black velret. We may cite amongst the most elegant carriage bonnets, 
those of pink satin partially covered by three biai* of vtlottra ^ingli; they 
are divided by entre deun of black Uce, gathered at each side { a pink 
maraboot willow jdume, spotted with black adorns the exterior ; the in- 
terior has a tnft of small rosea of ■ deeper ehade than the bonnet placed 
on each side. 

We see also aevetal bonneia composed of a mixture of velvet and 
satin; tfaej are always very simply trimmed whan worn for the prome- 
nade, and of dark colours; a black lace vtnhlte is a favourite acceuary. 
When they are intended for carriage dress they are of lighter and more 
brilliant hues, and frequently decorated with wluts lace ; in some in- 
stancea the gamiEure is completed by flowers, bat feathers are more gene- 
rally employed, 

A variety of fine woollen materials have appeared for promenade robes, 
but their vogoe seems still rather undecided, a general preference b«ng 
given to silka ; they are also the moat in vogne for catrisge and public 
promenade dress ; black and dark coloored velvet robes are also begin- 
ning to be a good deal made op for both. The pelisse robe form appears 
tu if it neverwoold go out of fastuon; this ia perhapa in some degree 
accounted for by the variety which the different stylea of trimming gives 
to these dresaes. We may cite among the most novel kinds of trim- 
Ining for them, one composed of chAille ; it is disposed in the fonn of 
vine leaves; there are two rows interlaced in a novel manner,- they de- 
scend from the top of the eonage to the bottom of the akirt. Tight 
sleeves, a three-quarter length, open and hollowed at the bottom ; they are 
' finished to correspond, but the foliage is much smaller. The corsage, wa 
should observe, le tight to the shape, and made quite high, with a deeply 
rounded point at the bottom. * If trimmings are adopted for the skicta of 
dresses made in the robe form, they are either tucks or flouncee, but WB 
see quite aa many without garniture. 
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Silks, aatifis, and paplina, have replaced all kiuda of light materials 
for indoor robes. The eorsaget are either made high at the ha(:k and 
open ia front, or da» dosed ; and a good many are made in the pelisse 
robe form. Some are .trimmed down each aide of the front bieadth with 
t iomiitmni of the same, edged with efiUi it ia large at the bottom, nar. 
town towards tha waist, and mounting on each sids of the corsage encir- 
elss the back and shoulders ia the pelerine style. We have seen some 
also, in which the bmiUoKi descended straight from the top of the 
oanage down the centre of the akirt, giaduallj widening from the waist 
to the bottom. 

C^a are v«y much in faroor in indoor dress. We may cite among 
the most novel, thow that have the caola drawn in runners by colooted 
ribbon j a full tnft oi the same ribbon is placed in the interior on each 
nde, and a single row of lace, pat nearly plain over the forehead, and 
Tery fall at the sides, falls over the ribbon. 

The materials for evening robes are principally pekina, damasks, and 
atins with velvet stripes. Slight silks and satins are for the moment 
\udaaide, but they will shortly teappeac for ball dieas. We have no de- 
tided olteiatioas to notice in evening robes, except that demi-trains in- 
crease a little in length. Lace, both black and white, will enjoy even 
(Dore than its osoal vogue for trimmings. A new style, that is muph 
adn^ed, is a single flounce of broad lace arranged round the border of 
the robe in deep festoons; it is headed by arac&e oftofie, and each 
festoon looped by a ciou of cut ribbon. The effect is equally nuvel 
and pretty. 

A great variety of evening bead-dresses have already appeared; they 
■re all of great richness, — turbans,' toq nets, toques, p«tt(« bords, and a 
number of bney eoi^w-M. We may cite as the most remarkable of the 
ImbanB, those of gold or silver tissue intermixed with velvet ; some are 
ornamented only with their own graceful folds ; others are crowned with 
Iris plumsa, or some of the new fancy feathers of which we have a great 
Bumber. PttUi bords are always of velvet, decorated with feathers ; the 
principal alteration ia these head-dresses ia that the turbans are arranged 
in a somewhat lighter style than last year, and the pttiU borda are rather 
larger. Fashionable ct^urs are those we cited last month. 

PARIS FASHIONS FOR THE MONTH. 
We may now ta; with confidence that the winter fashions are decided, 
irith the exception of those modifications that every month brings us. 
ItVe have little to say this month respecting promenade dress, because as 
yet there are but few of our fair fashionables in Paris. Our prepaiationa 
are, howem, all made for opening the winter campaign irith spirit, as 
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onr readers wiS see b j tbe models we Imto Rimi of palibe p 
dreBH, &nd the citatioBs we are about to rntike. 

One of the most ncml, Bi weU at elegBiit, «f tke BewpordMWf.Utlia 
rmmtelet Cerito ; it is compossd of satin of dUftieiit dudes of ^md, a> 
purple, and lined in g«nerd witb white ; it is deep at t)w bade, TOondMl 
and cut out as it approaches the amw, so tbrt itiUl>f(Taca6iUi-a>ar thea; 
the scaif ends are broad and mtiierlbnil. ThepelariBaiaofaiioselfonH} 
it is cleft upon the shotddera, roonded both befon umI bahind, and d*- 
Bcends rattier low. Hie tritmnnig is vdvet lace, eormpondinff is eokm 
with the maotelet. 

Although fnrs have not ^et sppeoreEt, t&ey will be very geoer^ly worn. 
We see alteedy sereral pardeaans trimmsd witt sabis fur for the pvblk 
promenade, and ermiiM for de mi- toilette, vints, &e, <te. The Eormn no 
moatly composed of velvet and lined with sntin ;■ they aM either of tlw 
pelisse- mantle form, rather a large size, and with rieaves, or else diey an 
somewhat betnven a mantle and a eittle.- the trimming is always a rerj 
broad bandof aalile; the latter an composed of both aatin n>d vdnb 
Some are manteleta with short ends ; others, caUed sMorfeowr tPStpufV, 
are abort Spanish cloaks, with arlnfaoles, but wttiioat rieersa. Thsy are 
made quite op to the neck, with a aqnare feUing c^ar, which is alM^i 
of ermine. The band of ermine that encircles them ia alisaya very bri»d< 
l^e new promenade eepota and ehapeaum are either aatin, velvet of 
veloMv fpbigK. A good many copotet, both of aatin and eeloars f^»^ 
are of a dark shade of fawn eolsnr. The first are-nf tbe drawn kind, tbo 
exterior trimmed with velvet flowers in brilliant huea, and ribbon earn* 
aponding with tbe colour of the eapott, but spotted in ahaded spots with, 
the coloors of the flowers; the interior is trimmed with amall co^mm <rf 
the same ribbons These eapotti are averycloae ahape; Hie others are 
not quite so close ; the material is laid on pltun, a si^ fxachon edged 
with blonde of the colour of the eapoU decorates the crown, a band ol 
ribbon of the same colour is twisted round the bottom of it, and a feather 
of a corresponding hue, spotted wrdi ruby, placed on one side, droopa 
over to tbe other : gerbes of small flowers oF the same bright shade d 
red decorates tbe interior of tim brim. 

There are comparatively speaking few satin cftapeOKr, and they an 
mostly rose colour; a good many are trimmed with a velvet naad of B 
corresponding hue on one aide, and a feather shaded in difierent shades 
of red on the other. A good many of blue, green, or tetOitnte velvet in 
ornamented only with a naitd RMaufet. This kind of trimmii^, appa- 
rently so simple, baa, however, Iboni tbe novd and elqiant form of the 
naud, a novel and striking elkct. 
The few evcnbg robes that have is yet appeared are emnpoaed of 
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btvcatelles and damasks, with dnd grouDda, figured oi striped in satin. 
Theefiect of these materials is rery beautiful by candle-light; th«y ar* 
not genernlljr trimmed round the border, Vmt the eortagti are oonnd 
vfth lace, or else ornamented with tvik draperies ,- aome of then aae 
(I la Grecqae, othen, coming fiimn tfie shoulder, me«t at &e mMwv, and 
are divided by AtuFtiof flowers, or an ornament composed of ribboni. 
Thealedrea are very short; andsuffieientlywidetodif^lHy the tight 8l*e»e 
of the cftnnMeKe, which n conflned to tlte armby an vntredMBOi fine 
Valenciennes. 

We have obaerved among: the 'evenin^t emfficrea some composed of 
colonred hlonde that have a very light and pretty effect ; pink is most 
prevalent. They are placed on the crown of the h«ad, and the bee falls 
behind. A vhite fancy feather shaded in the colom of the blonde, or a 
light sprig of flowers, always acconipaiues a CMffart of this kind. Lace 
lappets, both white and black, are also very mach in vogue; thebonqneta 
or the wreaths that accompany the former, aie always of less atrikii^ 
hues than those adopted with black lace ; these latter are of rich and 
striking colours. 

Coiffares in the Spanish style, and caBed either Isabella or- Montespan, 
are likely to have a great run. They are all of a gmall kind, and com- 
posed of a melange of black bugles, black lace, and black velvet, deco- 
rated only by a single damask rose placed on one ride ; it is difficult to 
imagine any thing more tastefhl koA becoming than those head-«benes. 
The tnrhans Abd-el-Kader, are also likely to be in peat reqaest i they BJe 
a mixture of white gauze and cashmere embroidered in gold t the ends 
fall back's littleieo as quite to disengagvthe neck, whieh gives the.ee^hfv 
a very gracsfiil effect.
